CHAMPIONS 



This year, for the first time, the 'Honor Roll of Champions’ lists a classic 
winner. Kauai King captured both the Kentucky Derby and Preakness. The 
three-year-old son of Native Dancer is shown on the cover of this magazine in 
a photograph taken in Pimlico’s centerfield paddock prior to the Preakness. 
The Maryland Horse intends to carry a full color cover photograph each January 
of the past season’s champion. It can only be hoped that the 1967 champion— 
and the ones to follow in the years ahead — will bring as much honor to the 
State as did Michael J. Ford’s Kauai King, who was a top horse in every respect. 
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KAUAI KING 


IVlaryland breeding missed cashing in full value on a great coup in 1965 when Jay Trump made worldwide 
headlines by winning the arduous Aintree Grand National. The foreign press could only refer to the storybook 
jumper as "the Yank" or "American horse" because few were privy to knowledge that Jay Trump was^ bred in 
Maryland. Costly though that lesson may have been, it came at a good time. A "Remember the Alamo" resolve 
was taken, lest it ever happen again. 

It was quite a different story with Kauai King, however. Following his Kentucky Derby victory, wire-service 
stories, columns and feature articles invariably noted that Mike Ford’s colt was bred in the State of Maryland. 

In winning the two richest purses ever credited to a product of Maryland breeding — Preakness, $129,000; 
Kentucky Derby, $120,500 — Kauai King covered his native heath with more glory than any Thoroughbred in 
its history. As rewarding as were these first monies, the prestige of winning the first two legs of the Triple Crown 
takes precedence over all else. 

Bred by Virginia’s Dr. and Mrs. Frank A. O’Keefe and foaled at Sagamore while his dam awaited Globemaster s 
attentions, Kauai King was purchased at the 1964 Saratoga Yearling Sales for $42,000 by young Tom Gentry, as 
agent for Omaha, Nebraska’s Mike Ford. 

As a 2-year-old, Kauai King, named for the largest island in the Hawaiian chain, won one of 4 starts. Shin¬ 
bucking and faring poorly in the Arlington-Washington Futurity Trial in August, he was put away for the season to 
cool his shins and allow for further development. 

Commencing his 3-year-old campaign at Hialeah on February 9, he bounced back from a 5 1/2-month layoff 
to win a 6-furlong allowance race by 2 3/4 lengths. Another score at Hialeah brought him up to the Hutcheson 
Stakes at Gulfstream, in which he was second to Bold and Brave. Three other Gulf stream outings netted two vic¬ 
tories — including his first stakes score, the Fountain of Youth — and a fifth to the longshot Williamston Kid in 
the Florida Derby. Bearing in, he was beaten by two lengths in the latter race. 

Maryland fans saw him for the first time at Bowie, winning the Prince George’s in the slop. While knockers 
termed the Prince George’s a totally ordinary performance, Kauai King gained solid support as a burgeoning Derby 
contender when he won the $100,000 Governor’s Gold Cup, ten days later. His rate of acceleration as Stupendous 
lodged a challenge in the lane made a lot of converts for Native Dancer’s brilliant son. 

Moving directly to Churchill Downs and the Kentucky Derby, Kauai King ran brilliantly to avenge the lone 
blemish on his sire’s escutcheon. Breaking from No. 12 post position, he assumed the lead immediately, tossed off 
every challenge mustered against him, and remained in front to win by a half-length from Advocator in 2:02. Only 
18 of 92 Derbies have been won by colts who set their own pace (Jet Pilot, 1947, had been the last to accomplish the 
feat), and while some critics sniped at Kauai King’s :262/5 final quarter time, 14 colts had their chance to overhaul 
him — and couldn’t. 

In the Preakness, before an adoring hometown crowd. The King stalked the pacesetting Stupendous until mov¬ 
ing abreast of the Wheatley colt racing the final turn. From there, he charged to a 1 3/4-length victory timed in 
1:55 2/5. His Preakness time has been bettered only once (by Nashua, 1:54 3/5) since 1925, when the classic was 
switched to its present 1 3/l6-mile distance. 

With two legs of the Triple Crown safely tucked away, the Turf world looked to Kauai King to give it its first 
sweep of the classics since Citation in 1948, and thus become only the ninth colt in history to achieve the rare honor. 

It was evident early that it was not to be. 

With a rank and headstrong colt under him, regular jockey Don Brumfield chose to rate Kauai King. After 
having set a slow pace. The King was dethroned in the stretch, finishing fourth to Amberoid, Buffle and Advocator 
and being beaten 7 3/4 lengths in the 1 1/2-mile classic. 

While Brumfield’s firing-line decision bore the brunt of Kauai King’s defeat, subsequent events challenge this 
notion. X-rays were negative and repeated examinations by Trainer Henry Forrest after the Belmont failed to detect 
anything amiss, so plans to keep the colt’s engagement in the June 25 Arlington Classic remained intact. Stumbling 
leaving the chute, he finished fifth to Buckpasser in the fastest mile (1:32 3/5) in the history of racing. Pulling up 
lame, he was discovered to have pulled his left front suspensory and forthwith was retired to Sagamore Farm, where 
he is shortly due to begin his stud career. 

Between the Belmont and Classic, Ford, later to receive the Maryland Racing Writers’ Very Special Person 
Award, syndicated Kauai King for a world-record $2,520,000. Following the colt’s injury. Ford reduced the per share 
cost $10,000 from its former $70,000 level, this magnanimous gesture reducing the syndication figure to $2,160,000.

NATIVE 


PRINCE 


H ollywood missed out on a great script when Major Albert Warners Native Charger finished only fourth in 
the 1965 Kentucky Derby behind Lucky Debonair, Dapper Dan and Tom Rolfe. The colt’s trainer, Louisville-born 
Ray Metcalf, had grown up across the street from Churchill Downs and been in love with horses since he was 13 
years old. 

Can’t you picture the flick? It opens with a sequence showing a tossle-haired youngster peering through the 
Page fence enclosing the Downs stable area and closes with a scene depicting Metcalf leading a proud and tri¬ 
umphant colt into the winner’s circle reserved for Kentucky Derby winners. 

In recent years one particular horse has taken the eye of Metcalf, who trained such cracks as Atoll, Spangled 
Game, Hubcap and Open View. The object of his affection is none other than our own Native Dancer. 

At the 1963 Saratoga Sales Metcalf, as agent for Major Albert Warner’s Warner Stable, bought a Native 
Dancer — Greek Blond yearling for $20,000. Named Native Charger, the colt who had been previewed on the 
Virginia Yearling Tour amassed earnings of $278,893 at 2 and 3. 

Searching for another "Native Charger" two summers ago, Metcalf surveyed the Keeneland market and advised 
his clients, Mr. and Mrs. Edward R. Scharps, to invest in a Native Dancer—Sungari colt consigned by Maryland’s 
Mrs. Harry A. Love. 

Native Charger’s recent hot form suggested that the Sungari colt would be in keen demand, but some poten¬ 
tial buyers were wary following close inspection: his otherwise unmarred handsome physique was blemished by a 
splint. Metcalf was not unduly concerned, and, sensing a bargain, nudged Mrs. Scharps into advancing the final bid 
of $ 19 , 000 . 

Later it was decided to race the colt in Mr. Scharps’ Stone Ridge Farm colors, and to facilitate the transfer 
of ownership, Sungari’s colt was passed through Hialeah’s horses-in-training sale last winter. He emerged with a 
$50,000 "paper’’ price tag, costing a $2,500 sales company commission and cataloging fee. Mr. Scharp, who was privy to 
Native Prince’s exciting training moves, considered the $2,500 charges a wise investment. Time has proved his judg¬ 
ment entirely correct. 

Metcalf, meantime, scouted Saratoga, investing $57,000 of Major Warner’s Native Charger receipts in a Native 
Dancer—Acantha colt since named Famous Dancer, of whom more is expected to be heard later. 

The Sungari colt — Native Prince — got to the races in March and all he did was to rattle off three fast wins, 
including the Gulfstream Park Dinner Stakes. By the time Metcalf was ready to ship his stable north for Big Apple 
action, he felt that he again had caught lightning in a bottle. 

At Aqueduct, Native Prince finished third in the Youthful Stakes, beaten a neck, but rebounded to post an 
open victory in the Juvenile at five furlongs. Third again in the National Stallion, he annexed the Great American 
for his third stakes win. Defeats in the Sapling and Saratoga Special followed, the colt finishing in distress in the 
latter event. 

By mid-August Native Prince was through for the year, but not before having impressed many astute observers 
as being one of the more proficient members of his generation. His early defection may have been a blessing in 
disguise, as was the case with Kauai King as a 2-year-old. 

At any rate. Native Prince, having been blistered, is now showing up well on Hialeah’s work tab and Metcalf 
is aglow again. After all, he expects to win his second Flamingo in three years. 

Recent history, incidentally, augurs well for Native Prince. Sons of Native Dancer won the 1965 Flamingo and 
and Florida Derby and the 1966 Governor’s Gold Cup, Kentucky Derby and Preakness — all in the $100,000-or- 
more category.

LADY BRILLIANCE 


On May 20, 1961, owner Leonard P. Sasso and Trainer Thomas J. Kelly fidgeted away the afternoon at 
Pimlico as they prepared to send Globemaster against even-money Carry Back in the Preakness. Up at Garden 
State Park, meanwhile, the same team’s Dark Star filly Staretta was on her own as she took on a field of fillies and 
mares in the Colonial Handicap. 

Globemaster, who set the Preakness pace until the closing yards, finally succumbed to Carry Back’s unrelenting 
charge and had to settle for second money of $30,000. 

Staretta salvaged the Colonial to give her coal-mining owner half a loaf. 

Both colt and filly were sales purchases, Sasso, owner of 320-acre Penowa Farm, Chesapeake City, having been 
a frequent buyer at both ends of the market. Globemaster, winner of $355,423 and the most successful of the higher- 
priced yearlings, commanded $80,000 at the 1959 Saratoga Yearling Sale. Staretta, winner also of the Miss Wood¬ 
ford Stakes and $145,297, cost only $8,200 at the Keeneland Summer Sale the year previous. 

Upon his retirement to Sagamore Farm, Globemaster was bred to Staretta, she descending from * Rough Shod 
II, dam of Ridan, Moccasin and Lt. Stevens. The mating of the two Sasso color-bearers resulted in Lady Brilliance, 
winner of the filly division of the National Stallion Stakes last June 22. 

Twixt times, Baltimore’s Tommy Kelly was succeeded by Bill LaRue as the Sasso trainer. The latter, who has 
a particularly deft hand with fillies, prepped Lady Brilliance at Suffolk Downs for her debut at Aqueduct on June 
2. LaRue and his filly struck so swiftly New York horsemen didn’t know what had hit them. The quick filly jumped 
into the lead at the break and was not headed in winning her maiden outing by two lengths before the Polly 
Drummond runner-up Bless Us. 

Quick to spot a good thing, the New York players sent off Lady Brilliance as the choice in the National Stallion, 
though she was taking on a regal field, including half-sisters to Silver Spoon, Sir Gaylord, Delta Judge and Royal 
Ascot. It was nothing more than a romp, the still-to-be-headed filly bounding away to score by eight. 

LaRue, then shipped the Maryland-bred to Rockingham, returning her to Aqueduct for the July 13 Astoria. 
With Jockey Bill Boland replacing John L. Rotz in the irons, Lady Brilliance weakened at the same 5 1/2 furlongs 
as the National Stallion, finishing second, beaten three lengths by Northeast Trades. 

A fortnight later the Sasso filly was at Monmouth to contest the $107,415 Sorority Stakes. Failing to make 
the lead, she finished sixth to Pied d’Or s daughter Like A Charm. 

Plainly, the Sorority was not Lady Brilliance’s race, and the reason was not long manifesting itself. X-rays 
revealed a chipped knee, bringing her initial campaign to an immediate and premature close. 

A similar misfortune beset Globemaster in the I960 Garden State Stakes. Here, no attempt was made to surgically 
probe the $80,000 knee for chips. Apparently it was a wise decision, for Kelly’s patience was rewarded the following 
spring with a victory in the Wood Memorial. The win evidently came as a surprise to the owner, for that afternoon 
Sasso was observing his English Setters in a Syracuse, N. Y., field trial. 

That same Globemaster won the Saranac and established a new track record in the Arlington Classic, as well 
as setting the pace in all three Triple Crown classics. He finished second to Carry Back in both the Kentucky Derby 
and Preakness. 

While Lady Brilliance’s 2-year-old campaign was short, she clearly ranked among the best of her sex before in¬ 
jury intervened.

POLITELY 


X he world knows Woodstock Farm, Chesapeake City, as the home of Kelso, five-time Horse of the Year and 
most affluent ($1,977,896) Thoroughbred in history. Sometimes referred to as Kelsoland, Woodstock is also the 
foaling place of Politely, best Maryland-bred 3-year-old filly of 1966. 

Woodstock’s owner, Mrs. Richard C. du Pont, has bred a total of eight stakes winners, only two of which — 
Alias and Politely — were foaled in Maryland. The gracious sportswoman founded Woodstock about nine years 
ago, moving to Maryland from across Delaware’s state line. In so doing, she exposed the Chesapeake City area of 
Cecil County as fertile breeding-ground for Thoroughbreds, and thus it may be said that she pioneered the present 
boom along the Bohemia and Elk Rivers. 

Politely, who hinted at stakes class while finishing second in the Pimlico Breeders’ at 2, made good the threat 
at Garden State last November 5 when she won the $25,000 Princeton Handicap. Carrying 113 pounds, she closed 
strongly in the mile-and-a-sixteenth test to outfinish the queenly Native Street and Belle de Nuit. 

The Princeton Handicap was the first success in an added-money race for Mrs. du Pont since Kelso’s retirement, 
and it came while the NYRA was honoring the great Your Host—Maid of Flight gelding as a feature of Aqueduct’s 
well-received Old Timers’ Day program. 

Winner of only one of her nine starts as a 2-year-old. Politely was slow to flower, the conclusion of her 3-year- 
old campaign finding the chestnut in the best form of her career. 

Developed by Kelso’s mentor, Carl Hanford, she was turned over to Trainer Henry S. Clark (so successful with 
the fillies Tempted and Endine during the ’50’s) at the 1966 Delaware Park meeting. Under that solicitous Mary¬ 
land horseman’s tutelage, the daughter of * Amerigo—Morn won the Princeton and 3 other races, finished second to 
Swinging Mood in the Chrysanthemum and was a close fourth to Swift Lady in the first division of the Mason- 
Dixon Handicap. 

Winding up her sophomore season at Laurel in December, Politely was returned to Woodstock for freshening. 
She since has been shipped to Aiken, S.C. to be fitted for her 4-year-old campaign among Carolina’s sheltering 
pines. 

* Amerigo, Politely’s sire, died in 1965 after siring five crops, liberally sprinkled by stakes-winning fillies. The 
dam. Morn Again, herself a winner, produced the 8-time winner Toots before foaling Politely. Morn Again was 
barren in 1966 but is due to foal to First Landing’s cover this season and has been pledged to Maribeau. 

Politely’s second dam. Morning, foaled four stakes winners, including Mrs. Henry Obre’s veteran ’chaser Hustle 
and the late Count Flame, who formerly stood at Tom O’Farrell’s Windy Hills Farm, Westminster.

]VIay was a notable month for Mrs. Dorothy Henderson: not only did she become the bride of Allan Fitzgerald, 
but her persevering Due de Great chose that month to rejoin the ranks of stakes winners by out-running six others 
in the 26th Jennings Handicap at Pimlico, May 16. 

Inbred to Balladier with two free generations, Due de Great carried second high weight of 124 pounds and was 
favored at 3-2 to win the Jennings. Breaking with alacrity, he opened up a quick five-length lead and held sway 
throughout, though tiring perceptively at the end of a mile and an eighth in 1:52. 

Bonny Johnny, 1964 Maryland-bred Horse of the Year, topweight at 126, finished third, nine lengths in 
arrears. 

The Jennings winner, a 4-year-old son of Due de Fer, has had more than his share of troubles and his con¬ 
tinued campaigning is testimonial to both equine courage and the training skill of Don McCoy, who earlier trans¬ 
formed Timonium’s $2,500 claiming plater Cedar Key into one of the more proficient grass performers in the 
nation. 

Winner of the Mayflower Stakes at Suffolk Downs and 3 other races at 2, Due de Great spent the greater part 
of his sophomore season jousting windmills. Meeting the best 3-year-olds, he failed to win a stakes in 15 attempts 
but placed in 6, including the Dwyer in which he was second to Staunchness, with Belmont winner Hail to All third. 
Had he been asked to compete against Maryland-breds, undoubtedly he would have enhanced his record immeasurably. 

He cracked a splint bone in the 1965 Stymie Handicap, in which he was fourth to Kelso, forcing McCoy 
thereafter to alter radically the colts training regimen. As a consequence of that injury, McCoy doesn't breeze 
Due de Great faster than a half-mile in :56 or :57. Instead, he relies mostly upon 2- and 3-mile gallops to keep 
the colt fit. 

Unsound though he may be. Due de Great has won 7 of his 38 starts, been second 8 times and 3 times third 
while earning $111,645. 

The late Due de Fer, sire of the Mayflower and Jennings winner, was second only to Native Dancer among 
Maryland stallions in 1965. An accomplished sprinting son of Spy Song who was undefeated as a 2-year-old, Due 
de Fer sired Bon Nouvel, America’s champion steeplechaser in 1964 and 1965. The syndicated stallion died in 
his stall at The Curragh, Chesapeake City, last June 17, his death being attributed to heart failure. 

Great Party, also deceased, won 2 races and produced the 8-time winner Party Cop the year before foaling Due 
de Great. She was a half-sister to the dam of Blue Skyer, winner of the Louisiana Derby, and third to Kauai King 
in the Kentucky Derby.

SILVALL 


Stymie’s record isn’t exactly in jeopardy, but when the conversation gets around to claiming bargains, you can 
enter Silwall’s name into the discussion without fear of embarrassment. A bargain in every sense of the word, the 
petite daughter of Cornwall has banked all except $2,900 of her $148,728 since being claimed as a 2-year-old at Mon¬ 
mouth Park by Leon M. Savage’s Sunrise Farm. 

Bred by Mr. and Mrs. B. Frank Christmas at their Monkton headquarters, Silwall came to the races in Mary G. 
Christmas’s livery. Fifth and second in her first two starts at Pimlico’s 1962 spring meeting, she showed earnings 
of $600 for her early work. 

Seen next at Monmouth, she won at the resort course June 29 while masquerading under a $5,000 claiming 
tag, the effort realizing $1,950. In her next start, July 10, she finished third, beaten a nose and a neck by Here Mr. 
Come and Door to Door. This performance netted her Maryland breeder-owners two checks: one for $350 repre¬ 
senting third money in the purse; another for $6,500 drawn on Savage’s account in payment for the claim. 

Savage, retired New Jersey and Fort Lauderdale vending magnate, has been cashing Silwall’s checks ever since. 
In fact, the filly won her very next start following the change in ownership. 

Her propensity for punctuality now finds Silwall safely ensconced among the top money-winning Maryland- 
bred fillies and mares of all time. Only Gallorette, Conniver and La Corredora rank above her. 

But, as usual, there’s another side of the coin. Savage bought three shares in the $170,000 One Bold Bid and 

paid another $57,000 for a half-brother to Sadair. Silwall alone pays regular dividends. 

Silwall’s rise to the varsity team was a long, hard climb. Standing only 15.1 and scarcely weighing 850 pounds, 
she was born with a supplementary pea-sized bone behind her right knee. She’s no picture walking to the post in 
her familiar white bridle, but she certainly knows how to run. 

Winner of four races at 2, she knocked out eight wins the following season and placed in three stakes. At 4 

she won the inaugural of the Priscilla Stakes at a mile and 70 yards at Suffolk Downs and, at 5, in 1966, won the 

First Lady Handicap and was second in the Regret. 

Merritt A. Buxton, who came out as a jockey under Max Hirsch, has done a great job with the mare. He also 
was instrumental in setting up Savage in racing. He rode for seven years and recalled his victory aboard Palestinian’s 
dam, Mahmoudess, in the Molly Pitcher Handicap one of his more rewarding saddle successes. 

The strange part of the Silwall story is that relatively little of her earnings have been won in Maryland. Meet¬ 
ing open company as a rule and doing quite well at it, she really hasn’t had much need to seek out restricted races. 
In her time she has finished in front of such amazons as Tosmah, Face the Facts and Castle Forbes. 

Upon retirement, the mare is likely to be bred to Knightly Manner, in whom Savage is a shareholder.

GREEN FELT 


Though its history is short, Timonium’s Eastern Fall Yearling Sale is building up quite a list of distin¬ 
guished alumni: Prince Saim, winner of the $311,945 Garden State; Like A Charm, victress in the $100,000 
Sorority; Solo Landing, first home in the Rancocas and New Year s Handicap, and Green Felt, hero of the Maryland 
Handicap. 

Bred by Mrs. Samuel M. Pistorio, the gelded son of New Zealand’s ♦Monte Carlo was purchased in 1964 by 
Mrs. William E. Bozman for $3,500, suggesting that the owners of Maryknoll Farm, My Lady’s Manor, are either 
very discriminate buyers, extremely lucky — or both. 

Mr. Bozman, owner of the Tidewater Equipment Co., became interested in Thoroughbreds in 1957. Attending 
the Maryland Fall Sales that year, he set a $4,000 ceiling on Poppy Jay, a son of Double Jay—White Poppy, and 
succeeded in buying the colt for somewhat less — $3,300. Then, reasoning that if White Poppy’s yearling was worth 
that much, surely his dam would seem well worth a $300 bid. He bought her, too. 

The colt known as Poppy Jay, first Thoroughbred purchased by his Monkton owner, went on to win $99,000 
and a chance at stud in Kentucky. 

Green Felt seemingly has an even greater earning capacity, for he closed out his second racing season with 
earnings approaching the $68,000 mark. 

Barren after foaling Green Felt, Dizzy Whirl was given to Nickel Boy’s breeder, Melvin Blackburn, by Sam 
Pistorio. Last May, George Thomas, Pistorio Farm manager until recently departing for Florida, showed interest in 
the mare, and Blackburn gave her to him. 

The following day. Green Felt finished first in the $25,000 Woodlawn Handicap at Pimlico, only to be placed 
second for interfering with the official winner. Exhibitionist., 

With Green Felt’s rise to prominence last fall, and his dam’s carrying a full sibling to the stakes performer, 
Thomas decided to enter the 20-year-old matron in the Maryland Fall Sales. She was withdrawn before the vendue, 
however, in favor of a private sale to Mrs. Bozman. 

Winner of one start at 2, Green Felt "found himself" when tried on the grass. He hadn’t even set foot on a 
regulation turf course until sent postward in the Woodlawn, due to the soggy condition of the greensward prior to 
the inaugural running of the $25,000 feature. 

A Rosinante of sorts. Green Felt is an unlikely-looking champion. Quite ordinary in appearance, he does not 
cock the horseman’s eye until he goes into motion. His action is flawless. He stands 15.3 and his trainer approximates 
Green Felt’s weight at 900 pounds. 

Third in the Prince George’s and Survivor Stakes early in the year, the gelding closed out his 1966 campaign 
with a rallying second to the swan-singing Knightly Manner in the Laurel Cup Handicap on the main course. 

In addition to winning the Maryland Handicap, he was third in the Boardwalk to Tequillo and fourth to Swing¬ 
ing Mood in the Chesapeake Handicap — all on the grass. Trainer Small, who sired a steeplechase jockey champion 
and developed the greensward stakes winners Aeschylus and Twice as Gay prior to Green Felts emergence, expects 
the now-freshening Bozman runner to henceforth be reserved for turf-course competition.

TUSCALEE 


At 15.3, Tuscalee is on the small side for a jumper. He is so well proportioned, however, that from a dis¬ 
tance an experienced horseman might misgauge his height by 2 or 3 inches. There is very little in his light-quartered 
makeup to suggest that he is a steeplechase champion, an honor accorded him in 1966 by the Thoroughbred Racing 
Associations, Inc. 

"He is neither bold nor brilliant,” explains John E. Cooper, the National Steeplechase and Hunt Association’s 
veteran racing secretary-handicapper. "Rather, he is consistent and certainly the gamest jumper I’ve seen all year.” 

In 1959, Alfred Smith bought the gelding’s dam, Verna Lee (who was carrying the champion in ntero) from 
Samuel M. Pistorio at public auction. The mare foaled her Tuscany colt at the breeder-owner’s Blythewood, near 
Upper Marlboro. 

With Jay Trump having been foaled at Pistorio Farm, and the MHBA president having planned the mat¬ 
ing of Tuscany and Verna Lee, the Baltimore builder-industrialist has had close ties to Maryland’s two most recent 
steeplechase champions. 

Some horsemen specializing in flat-racing stock registered surprise, indeed astonishment, in the realization 
that Tuscany, a confirmed sire of sprinters, begot an agent of such stamina as to be classified as a steeplechase 
champion. 

While this may represent an enigma to some breeding pundits, breeders of top jumpers at times deliberately 
seek out speed in planning ’chase matings. Bon Nouvel, Morning Telegraph-Daily Racing Form champion steeple¬ 
chaser in 1964 and 1965, for example, was sired by Due de Fer, he a champion sprinter begotten by the speed 
catalyst Spy Song. 

Tuscalee was broken and is trained by Laurel’s Joseph L. Aitcheson, whose son, Joe, Jr., America’s leading 
chase jockey in 1961, 1963, 1964, rode the gelding in all except one of his 13 races last year. Three of the horse’s 
10 victories came in stakes at major tracks; two others were in stakes at Fair Hill. 

A 105° temperature caused the Maryland-bred to miss the rich and renowned Grand National (Aqueduct) 
itnd Temple Gwathmey Steeplechase Handicaps. But in defeating Lumiere in the Georgetown at Delaware and 
Bampton Castle in the Manly at Fair Hill, Tuscalee beat the first two horses to finish in the $50,000 Gwathmey, 
America’s richest steeplechase. 

In the Noel Laing at Montpelier last fall, Tuscalee carried a staggering 167 pounds to a 3/4-length victory. It 
was the highest weight successfully carried in the Laing since 1937. 

The only time all year that Tuscalee finished worse than second was when, caught in close quarters at the 
Brook Steeplechase Handicap’s first fence, he stumbled and lost his rider.

Alfred Gwynne Vanderbilt, owner of Sagamore Farm and 
the great sire Native Dancer, has done it again. You might 
even say Vanderbilt outdid himself this year in providing ap¬ 
propriate names for the coming 2-year-olds due to run under 
his cerise-and-white diamonded silks. 

For instance, this season Vanderbilt was faced with the 
task of naming the first set of twins ever foaled and raised at 
Sagamore. These young geldings, one a ba\' and the other 
a roan, are by the imported stallion Cavan and are out of the 
mare Sit This Out. 

One — the bay — has been named Sit Down and his twin 
brother is Sit Up. If they ever run as an entry, the track 
announcer will sound more like a calisthenics instructor than 
a race caller. 

Racehorses are named when they are yearlings. The sixteen 
youngsters at Sagamore were broken to saddle and bridle over 
the farm’s training track and the majority will be sent to 
Aiken, S. C., this winter to be propped for their racing debuts 
in New York and Maryland in the spring. 

Sit Down and Sit Up are excellent names, but I believe 
Vanderbilt’s best efiFort this season was the name Massage 
given a colt by Francis S. out of Warm Hands. Massage is 
the only member of the group not a Maryland-bred. He was 
foaled in Florida.

Maryland Fund Purses 

The Maryland Fund program provided $595,750 in purse money in 1966. All Maryland Fund races were, of course, restricted 
to registered Maryland-bred horses. In addition, the Maryland Fund provided breeders with bonus awards totaling $56,596.25 and 
to the owners of stallions standing in Maryland went a total of $17,335.00 in bonus awards. 

An explanation of the mechanics of the Maryland Fund program follows; 

The Maryland Fund Program is administered by a five-man committee of which Carle A. Jackson is chairman. Mr. Jackson 
is also a member of the Maryland Racing Commission. 

Other Maryland Fund Committee members are: Frank J. Brady (representing the mile tracks), John M. Heil (the half-mile 
tracks), Stuart S Janney, Jr. (the Maryland Horse Breeders Association) and Walter J. Appel (the Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association). 

Although the Fund is supervised by this committee, the committee is empowered to do nothing more than make recommenda¬ 
tions to the Maryland Racing Commission. 

Money generated for the Fund (.34 per cent of the mutuel handle) by a particular track is spent specifically at that track. A 
carryover in money accumulated but not spent (or money spent in excess of Maryland Fund income) is maintained from one 
year to the next. 

Since the Maryland Fund purse distribution is decided upon prior to the start of a meeting, it is virtually impossible for 
purse distribution exactly to equal Maryland Fund income. 

After two and a half years of operation, the difference between income ($2,717,647.27) and expenditure ($2,761,985) is 

1*44,337.73. 

This $44,337.73 difference has been advanced by the race tracks and will be recovered by those tracks which have overspent 
(Laurel, Pimlico, Bowie and Hagerstown) at their 196"^ race meetings. 

Maryland Fund purses at the mile tracks range from a minimum of $5,000 to a top prize of $25,000. Half-mile tracks offer 
a minimum purse of $3,000 in the Fund program. Their maximum is the $13,750 All Maryland Handicap at Timonium. 

In all Maryland Fund races the breeder of the winner receives a bonus equivalent to 10 per cent of the gross purse. And 
if the sire of the winner stood in Maryland at the time the winner was conceived, the owner of that stallion receives a bonus 
equivalent to 5 per cent of the gross purse. 


‘Open Race Bonuses’ 

Races restricted to Maryland-breds which existed prior to the passage of House Bill 106 in 1962 are still maintained on a 
rhree-a-week basis. These races have no set purse pattern. Purse money for them comes from the tracks normal overnight purse 
distribution. 

These Maryland-bred races are .designed to accomodate the cheaper grade of Maryland-breds. Purses for these races at the 
rrdle tracks are normally in the $3,000-$4,000 range. No breeder bonuses are paid to the winners of these Maryland-bred races. 

Purses for these Maryland-bred races totaled S308, lOO during the 1966 season. 

The "open" race breeder bonuses are paid by the tracks themselves. These bonuses go to the breeders of the winners of all 
races which are not restricted to Maryland-breds. 

At the mile tracks the bonus is $250 when the purse value to the winner is less than $2,500 and $500 when the purse 
value to the winner is S2,500 or more. 

At the half-mile tracks, the "open” race breeder bonus is a sum equivalent to 10 per cent of the gross purse. 

The total amount paid in breeder awards by the tracks in 1966 was 5110,703 50. 

All breeders and stallion owners gaining bonuses pay to the Maryland Horse Breeders Association 5 per cent of each bonus 
ss a service charge for the bookkeeping involved in maintaining records for the various programs. 

In 1966, the total service charge was $9,720.25.

Eleven Horses In State Command 
Stud Fees Ot $2,500 Or More 


The number of stallions standing in Maryland for a stud 
fee of $2,500 or more has increased by 450 per cent since the 
inception of the Maryland Fund Program in 1962. 

There will be eleven stallions in Maryland this spring in 
that category. In 1961, there were only two. 

Native Dancer, Maryland’s premier stallion, will again lead 
the roster with a $20,000 fee. Next in line is Kauai King, 
a son of Native Dancer. The King’s fee is ’private,” but it is 
quite clear that the figure will be the second highest in 
Maryland. 

Kauai King, the first and only Maryland-bred ever to win 
the Kentucky Derby, was purchased this past summer from 
Michael J. Ford by a syndicate for $2,160,000. 

The King will be making his first season at stud and will 
share the Sagamore Farm stallion barn with his sire, Native 
Dancer, Leonard P. Sasso’s Globemaster and Alfred Vander¬ 
bilt’s Restless Native. 

Two other "freshman” stallions with $2,500 or more stud 
fees in Maryland this year are Royal Gunner and Knightly 
Manner. 

Royal Gunner is another of the Ford stallions who has been 




recently syndicated. Winner of $333,650, the 4-year-old has 
been syndicated for $1,260,000 and will stand at C. Marshall 
Glass’s The Gambit, near Chesapeake City. 

Knightly Manner, who closed out his career on a winning 
note at L^itel in December, will stand his first season at Mrs. 
Henry Obre’s Merry land Farm. The 5-year-old son of Round 
Table was syndicated two years ago for $360,000. His stud 
fee has been set at $3,000. 

Other horses in the select group are Globemaster ($5,000 
stud fee). Sunrise Flight ($5,000), Royal Orbit ($3,500), 
Bronze Babu ($2,500), Spin ($2,500), Cyane ($2,500) and 
Saggy (private). 

The farms at which these horses stand are: Sagamore 
(Native Dancer, Kauai King and Globemaster), Maryland 
Stallion Station (Sunrise Flight, Royal Orbit), Glade Valley 
Farm (Bronze Babu), Merry land Farm (Knightly Manner), 
OsLifnam Farm (Spin), Bowling Brook (Cyane), Country 
Life (Saggy) and The Gambit (Royal Gunner).

Maryland’s Thoroughbred foal production has increased 
110 per cent since the creation of the Maryland Fund Program 
in 1962. 

Statistics compiled by The Jockey Club reveal that 1,029 
Thoroughbreds were foaled in Maryland in 1965. In 1961 
(the year before the creation of the Maryland Fund) there 
were 489 foals registered. 

Maryland is now the nation’s fourth largest producer of 
Thoroughbreds, topped only by Kentucky, California and 
Florida. Kentucky and California hold decisive margins over 
Maryland, but Florida’s production exceeds Maryland’s by 
only 88. 

Up until 1964, Virginia had ranked ahead of Maryland, 
frequently by as many as 300 foals. But the trend has been 
reversed and Maryland now holds a lead of 147 foals over 
its neighboring State. 

Foal production in North America increased by 7.7 per 
cent from 1964 to 1965. The 1965 foal crop numbered 
18,459 as compared to 17,128 in 1964. 

Of 1965 ’s total North American production, 46.5 per cent 
of the foals came from the leading four States — Kentucky, 
California, Florida and Maryland.

Five years ago, Kentucky produced 21 per cent of all 
Thoroughbreds foaled in North America. In 1965, Kentucky’s 
production was 19 per cent of the total. 

Kentucky’s loss in percentage production comes as no 
surprise in view of the tremendous gains shown by Florida 
and Maryland. 

Of the nation’s five largest producing states, three (Florida, 
Maryland and California) have experienced big percentage 
gains, while two (Kentucky and Virginia) have lost ground.

Kauai King’s Breeder Says 
Maryland’s Program Lures 
Him Away From Virginia 


Citing Virginia’s continuing loss of prestige in the 
Thoroughbred industry as a matter which should concern the 
State’s government, Dr. Frank A. O’Keefe last month ex¬ 
plained why he now annually foals at least one mare in 
Maryland. 

Dr. O’Keefe’s address was made at the Laurel race track, 
where he and his wife were the track’s honored guests on the 
ninth annual Virginia Day program. 

The O’Keefes bred and raised Kauai King, the Maryland- 
bred who won the Kentucky Derby and Preakness this year. 
Although the O’Keefes own and operate Pine Brook Farm, 
near Warrenton, they are far from pleased with the State’s 
failure to support the Thoroughbred industry. 

First California passed Virginia, then Florida, and now 
Maryland has passed Virginia this year, making Virginia fifth 
on the breeding list. 

Dr. O’Keefe cited as the reason for this loss of prestige 
the political climate in Virginia. 

The breeders receive no encouragement from the State 
Legislature for their industry. At one time, there was a very 
small appropriation for publicizing the State’s breeding in¬ 
dustry, but in 1957 that was cut in half, and was discontinued 
the next year. 

Today, he pointed out, the Virginia Thoroughbred Associa¬ 
tion is supported only by the people interested in the in¬ 
dustry. The Legislature, which says it would like to attract 
industry to the State and works to lure other industries, 
ignores breeding, w'hich actually is one of the State’s largest 
industries. 

"We still have the area. We had the horses, but we have 
lost them, ar.d will continue to do so in the future unless 
the legislature recognizes the industry for what it is — a 
vital part of the State’s economy,’’ said Dr. O’Keefe. 

He said he was often asked why Kauai King was a 
Maryland-bred rather than a Virginia-bred. He has always 
replied, "It didn’t mean a nickel for him to be a Virginia- 
bred, but it meant a lot for him to be Maryland-bred. There¬ 
fore I made it a practice to foal one of my mares in Maryland 
yearly.” 

He added that through the Maryland breeders’ program 
he had earned $3,000 in breeder’s fees from Kauai King and 
this would assist in paying some of the taxes in Virginia. 

Dr. O’Keefe concluded by saying he still thought Virginia 
was a wonderful state in which to raise a family, and in 
which to breed quality horses, but pleaded, "If you have any 
influence with any s ate legislators, speak for us, don’t let 
them kick us out of Virginia — we like it here.”

Also complementing Maryland and its Fund program last 
month was Alfred G. Vanderbilt’s trainer, Mike Freeman. 

Mr. Freeman told The Evening Sun's Gene Whittington that 
the Fund "is a wonderful thing for both the horsemen and 
racing in the State.” 

"The program isn’t yet five years old,” said Mike, "but al¬ 
ready it has improved the breeding stock in Maryland. It’s 
gotten to a point where it takes a darn good horse to win 
one of those Maryland Fund races. 

"Mr. Vanderbilt is taking full advantage of what Maryland 
has to offer. We foal everything here now. It used to be that 
we didn’t care where the foal was dropped. But now it makes 
a real and important difference.” 

During the winter months Mr. Freeman stays with the 
Vanderbilt string at its Aiken, S. C., training quarters, but, 
whenever a Maryland Fund race comes up at Bowie, Mike 
studies the conditions and if he thinks favorably of his chances 
he ships up to Maryland for the race. 

"The way the roads are today, it’s no problem at all,” says 
Mike. 

Also taking full advantage of the Maryland Fund Program 
is the Christiana Stables, trained by Henry S. Clark. 

Mr. Clark, a director of the M.H.B.A., quarters all of the 
Christiana mares at his Bowling Brook Farm, near Middleburg. 

They can earn more and they’re worth more when they’re 
foaled in Maryland,” said Clark. •

Maryland-Bred Stakes Winners Survey 
Shows Vanderbilt Ahead In All Categories 


Data Is Compiled From 1940 
To 1966 On Stakes-Winning 
Horses And Their Breeders

Broaching the task of compiling a permanent and 
concise tabulation of modern-day Maryland-bred stakes win¬ 
ners and their successes, the writer undertook a survey in 
1957 to establish the basis for a continuous record. 

The initial tabulation, spanning the years 1940-1957, was 
published in the October, 1958, issue of The Maryland Horse. 
The following compilation represents a complete updating 
of that material, thus providing a 27-year record. 

The year 1940 was chosen as a point of demarcation since 
it marked the first season the Stakes Winners Supplement, 
issued annually by the Blood-Horse magazine of Lexington, 
Kentucky, listed in its detailed information the foaling places 
of stakes winners by states. 

In some case the Supplements did not establish foaling 
places, due to breeders’ errors of omission in reporting foals. 
Cross-checking the files of the Maryland Horse Breeders As¬ 
sociation likewise did not always provide positive answers, 
since it was not standard procedure among some out-of-state 
breeders to register Maryland-breds with the Association. 

In recent years, however, this condition has ameliorated, 
thanks to the built-in advantages of the Maryland Fund Pro¬ 
gram and Triangle Publications’ thoughtful inclusion of states 
of birth in its past performances. 

The following tabulation, therefore, constitutes as authori¬ 
tative and complete a compilation as painstaking research and 
available records permit. 

The survey reveals that there were 271 individual stakes 
winners bred in Maryland during the years 1940-1966. Among 
them, they won 615 stakes races with value to the winners 
of $^291,413. 

Alfred Gwynne Vanderbilt is the leading breeder in number 
of stakes winners, stakes won and, most assuredly, first monies. 



Thirty-five home-bred stakes winners of 110 stakes were 
foaled at Sagamore Farm, in Glyndon, and registered by Mr. 
Vanderbilt. These figures represent only Vanderbilt’s Mary¬ 
land-bred stakes winners, and thus do not take into account 
for such as Native Dancer, Next Move, Bed o’ Roses, etc., 
foaled out-of-state. 

The late William L. Brann, including those horses he bred 
in partnership with Robert S. Castle in the name of Brann- 
castle Farm, is second in both classifications with 12 stakes 
winners of 29 stakes. 

The late G. Ray Bryson, whose operations were based at 
Elray Farm, Kingsville, bred 11 stakes winners to rank third 
in that category. 

Joseph F. Flanagan, who retired as Maryland Racing Com¬ 
mission steward early this month, placed third among the 
leading breeders whose home-breds won the most stakes. 
This showing is entirely due to the grand old ’chaser Elkridge, 
former leading money-winner over jumps, whose 27 stakes 
wins constitute a record for a Maryland-bred. 

In high number of stakes winners, Maryland’s best years 
have been 1948 (24) and 1952 (23). The season just com¬ 
pleted resulted in 21 stakes winners, third best total during the 
period 1940-1966. 

As far as stakes wins are concerned, the 42 added-money 
successes posted in 1948 remains the record. The next best 
years were 1952 (36) and 1966 (33). In money won, how¬ 
ever, 1966 stands alone with a total of $671,740, of which 
Michael J. Ford’s Kentucky Derby-Preakness winner Kauai 
King was the principal contributor. 

For purposes of this survey only first monies in stakes were 
considered. Kauai King’s Preakness ($129,000) and Kentucky 
Derby ($120,500) were the richest purses ever won by ^ 
Maryland-bred. A more complete tabulation of these rich 
wins appears on page 6.

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Governor Agnew's Position 

Governor Spiro T. Agnew has taken a strong position in regards to Maryland’s 
Thoroughbred industry. 

The letter reproduced on this page came to The Maryland Horse’s editor in response 
to a complimentary copy of the magazine mailed to the Governor last month. 

The “campaign material” to which Governor Agnew refers in his letter follows: 

“The time has come to put the government to work for racing. We must—and 
will—take politics out of racing. 

“Maryland’s horse industry earns more than $100,000,000 each year. Racing pro¬ 
duces $12,265,246.84 revenue to the State of Maryland. Maryland’s horse industry pays 
out $12,941,540 to employees in the State. Maryland’s horse farms and stock are 
worth $69,501,000. 

“Racing is vital to Maryland’s present and future economic development. The 
State has a stake in racing, and the handicapping of racing should be done only at 
the tracks. 

“A strong Racing Commission representing the interest of the public, the breeders, 
and the track management will best guarantee the integrity and growth of the horse 
industry. 

“Experienced representatives of the racing industry, not professional politicians, 
should determine fair and equitable distribution of racing dates. 

“Maryland’s genuine farm acreage and breeding lands deserve a tax break. 

“The State must co-operate with the horse industry and guarantee the racing fans 
maximum accommodations, convenience and comfort at the tracks ... a square deal at 
the $2 window.” 

The statistics quoted by Governor Agnew coincide with those developed by The 
Maryland Horse last January.

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Training Center Proposal Appeals To Breeders 

“You asked for reaction to your article about training centers in Maryland,” said 
Desmond R. Flynn, owner of a 212-acre Thoroughbred farm in Chesapeake City, "well, 

I want you to know that I'm all for it. "What do we do to get this thing going?” 

Mr. Flynn, a native of Ireland, was referring to the December issue of The 
Maryland Horse in which it was proposed that race track stabling be eliminated in 
favor of independently owned training centers. 

The question posed by Flynn was easy to answer but difficult to execute. 

The first step is, of course, strong endorsement by horsemen. The second is the 
enactment of the necessary legislation. 

"Well,” said Mr. Flynn, "it shouldn’t be difficult to get support from the horsemen. 
Look at what the training centers would have to offer. 

"The first thing would be indoor tracks for use in the winter. This would mean 
that trainers could stay in Maryland during the cold months and train here, even if 
they didn’t want to race. 

"There wouldn’t be any need for going to South Carolina. The indoor tracks would 
be used for galloping when the going is bad and trails through the woods could be 
used except when the going is slippery. Outdoor tracks would be open for galloping 
whenever possible. 

"There would be schooling grounds for the jumping people. Both timber and brush. 

"The help would be so much better, too. We’d eliminate the derelicts and have 
a much better type boy. We’d get some good young blood into the game. Nice young 
people who would like to work around horses but can’t tolerate the conditions offered 
by the race tracks today. 

"The way I see it, you’d have good living accomodations for the help. Maybe a 
complex of buildings. Like stores, movie houses, bowling lanes. Do things up first 
class and aim for first class help. 

"Then after you get the whole thing organized, you’d be able to do some great 
things for Maryland breeders. Like having a two-year-old sale in April or May. The 
two-year-olds would all be at the training centers and could all be inspected. 

"The way it is now, you can’t get sufficient stalls for two-year-olds at the tracks. 
Having a training center where a man could train whatever he liked would eliminate 
that problem. 

"There would be a lot of more subtle improvements, too. 

"For example, the training centers would be controlled by a management devoted 
exclusively to improving the training centers. Trainers who have no financial stability 
would be sent down the road. You’d eliminate the fly-by-nights. 

"If a trainer had to pay a small per stall rental, it would be good. I think all trainers 
would like the assurance of having a certain number of stalls in Maryland which they 
can use for two-year-olds, yearlings or whatever they want to train. 

"And vanning should be no problem. All horses are vanned to every day of racing 
in England and Ireland. The only problem is loading your horse. Once he’s on the van, 
the distance doesn’t matter. 

"And our horse population is growing so much. Race tracks don’t even come close 
to coping with the population increase. There's a terrible need for training centers.” 

So how do others feel about the plan? 

Some are for, some are against and some say "nice, but it’ll never happen.” 

Principal objection seems to be the thought that the grooms will not leave the 
race tracks. Some trainers point out that their grooms must be at the tracks so that 
they can share in the excitement of the races. 

"If they can’t bet, they’ll quit,” said one trainer. 

This may well be true. But it should be pointed out that if the training center 
plan becomes a reality, an entirely new area of employment will be opened. 

Trainers will no longer need the habitual drinker or the habitual gambler. There 
will be excellent living accomodations at these centers and the hope is that they’ll 
attract a higher class employee. 

The man we have in mind is not the man the trainers now rely on for casual 
labor. We’re thinking of a family man who has respect for himself, his family and 
his horses.

And it is with research that the Hopkins can make its contribution. 

Concentrating solely on research, Johns Hopkins can make discoveries which will 
up-date veterinary medicine. This knowledge will up-grade every veterinary center in 
the world, and in the world there is none finer — and none more eager to learn more — 
than the New Bolton Center near Kennett Square. 

Johns Hopkins has purchased a 91-acre farm in Baltimore county and will utilize 
that farm for animal research. The staff is eager to get into horse research. Funds 
will, however, be needed. 

Commenting on Johns Hopkins’ plans for equine research. Dr. Edward Melby, 
head of the university’s division of Animal Medicine, made this observation: 

‘The current and projected approach on the part of the university offers a unique 
opportunity to the equine world. 

. . The great prestige enjoyed by the Hopkins throughout the world has been 
developed through years of blending the best of medical talents, the best scientific and 
research facilities, together with qualities of curiosity, patience and dedication. 

"A private university, strongly oriented towards research, it is geographically located 
in an area historically noted for its fine hor.ses. It is for these reasons that the Hopkins 
is uniquely qualified to pursue a program in equine research. 

What is the Maryland Horse Breeders Association’s reaction to this rare opportunity 
for all-out equine research? 

Delight and an eagerness to get the project underway. 

Says Dr. Melby: 

"The encouragement given us by the Maryland Horse Breeders Association makes 
us feel that our fund-raising program should be guided by them. They have appointed 
a committee which includes some of their best minds. They have visited our new 
farm, and they have had us to their board meetings. 

"They are excited about our proposal. And I feel that their guidance in getting 
this program established will prove more than adequate.’’ 

How much money is needed? 

Unable to give an exact figure. Dr. Melby replied: "Establishment of this research 
program actually has a minimum capitalization requirement because of already existing 
facilities and personnel." 

This answer, although honest, is indefinite. It precludes the actual commencement 
of a fund raising drive. But it does alert all of us to the thinking and the planning 
now underway. •

Knightly Manner Retires To Stud At 
Merrgland With $436,000 Bankroll

ARYLAND’S 1967 stallion roster was considerably 
strengthened last month by the retirement to Merryland Farm 
of the excellent race horse Knightly Manner. 

Winner of twelve stakes races and $436,676, Knightly 
Manner concluded his career by capturing Laurel’s $30,000- 
added Laurel Turf Cup Handicap in easy style. The 6-year-old 
son of Round Table carried top weight of 124 pounds and set 
a new track record for the mile and three-eighths distance. 

Although the Laurel Turf Cup had been scheduled for the 
grass, it was run on the main track because of snow in the 
centerfield. Knightly Manner was timed over the muddy track 
in 2.20 2/5 — three-fifths of a second better than Jiggle’s 
record set in 1959. 

Purchased in 1964 from William Haggin Perry and Arthur 
B. Hancock by Mrs. Henry Obre, Knightly Manner was 
quickly syndicated for $360,000. The syndicate has prospered 
handsomely, recovering in semi-annual dividends $198,428.40 
of its original investment. This is, of course, a net figure, the 
horse having earned $311,250 since being syndicated. 

Mrs. Obre has retained sixteen of the syndicate’s 30 shares.

October 5 (evening) 

It was dark. Our bus moved rapidly toward Vienna leaving 
Hungary and the Iron Curtain miles behind. For the first time 
in seven days our 82-member American Horsemen’s People- 
to-People delegation saw lighted advertising signs. 

They came as a jolt. As unattractive in Austria as they are 
in the United States, they were, however, reassuring. They told 
us more effectively than any speechmaker that we had left 
behind the beautiful lands of suppressed people and entered 
again the world of the free. 

One might think that our mood would be happy. That we 
would make jokes. Perhaps even sing songs to pass the time 
as our motor coach moved steadily through the free land of 
ribbon-draped gasoline stations and pulsing neon signs. 

But that mood never developed. 

Perhaps it was because we were weary. We had left Buda¬ 
pest early that morning. It seemed that we had been riding 
our bus an interminable time. By bus we had gone to the 
horse farm in Hungary that morning. Then to the lovely 
riding stable. Ever since that stop we had been heading for 
Vienna. 

And now we were almost there. Some of us dozed. Others 
looked wearily at the lights, the traffic and the road. Our mood 
embraced thankfulness, fatigue, compassion and resentment.

"Good God!" said Peter. "Look 
at that Budweiser sign. Here we are 
in the beer capital of the world, and 
they’re telling us to buy an Ameri¬ 
can beer in neon lights." 

The beauty of unadorned nature such as seen in the vast 
lands of Russia was forever gone. 

"I hate honky-tonk," said Peter. "When Rose and I take 
our European trip after the kids grow up, I think I’ll stick to 
the Iron Curtain countries. For beauty, they have us beat." 

But only in beauty. Beauty of the land. Beauty of nature. 

Not in the spirit of people. That was the big shortcoming. 
And it was for the people that we felt compassion. We had 
grown to like the Russians and the Hungarians. 

Somehow our sympathies went more to the Russians than 
the Hungarians. It was because we felt they were in deeper 
need of help. The Hungarians had their spirit. They were 
temporarily subdued. The Russians had no spirit. They were 
a race of people totally defeated by their government. 

Sitting close to Peter and me on the bus was Helle, one 
of our Maupintour guides. She was a delightful girl with a 
charming Danish accent. Less businesslike, perhaps, than most 
of the other guides, but more sensitive and more articulate. 



I feel so sad,’ said Helle. "So sad for the friends we have 
left in Russia. They are nice people. They want the same 
things in life. But they cannot get them. They can never get 
them. 


Alice (the Russian Intourist guide) was so nice. I am 
sorry for her. Very sorry. She can work all her life and have 
ro little. She is one of us, and yet she is not. 

Her clothes are like ours but never as good. Always when 
she compares what she has to what we have she suffers. And 
there is no reason for it. Because she is a Russian and I am 
from Denmark. Is that enough reason?" 

As Peter glowered at the signs along the road, I talked on 
and on with Helle. It was a rare moment. One of complete 
understanding with another person. Only minutes in a three- 
week trip. But during those minutes we shared the feeling 
that we had both seen Communism. And, for the first time, 
we knew what it did to people. 

Not war or firing squads or prisons. Not the known heroes 
or the unknown heroes. Just people. The plain people who 
want what we want and have no chance. 

Although Helle had mentioned only material things in 
piking about Alice, we both knew that this was not the 
Russian people’s biggest problem. 

And, as we talked that night on that bus, neither of us 
could phrase what we both knew the other felt. Easy to say 
a lack of freedom’ or "totalitarian State"—but those words 
didn t descrtbe the Russian. 


The Russian, as we saw him, was a normal person forced 
to perform in an abnormal society. Everyone except Russia’s 
highest g^overnment officials is obliged to live on a standard 
one notch above America’s welfare recipients. Never rich and 
nor quite impoverished.

Quite a few men in our People-to-People delegations 
from the western part of the United States. And most 
these men wore big cowboy hats. When the wide-brimmed 
.^ptsons had first come on the scene at New Yorks Kennedy 
^ii^port the previous week, I had felt a twinge of embarrass¬ 
ment, Didn’t these men know that cowboy hats belonged only 
on television? 

. ^nt, as the days went by, the big hats, the shoestring neck- 
and the embroidered shirts lost their impact. I had come 
m know the people who wore these clothes, and I had grown 
m like them. My new opinion—arrived at belatedly in life— 
that a man could wear what he chose. They didn’t make 
better or worse. 

All through Russia and Hungary these American ranchers 
^d worn their unconventional clothes. Frequently they had 


been stared at. Particularly by children. But no one (perhaps 
because of the difference in languages) had ever said an 
unkind word. Not even the night in Moscow when we went 
to the Bolshoi Opera with Alex Panasuk wearing a wildly 
designed shirt, string tie, no jacket and a cowboy hat. 

The unkind word was first heard in Vienna, spoken by an 
American. 

It was a woman in the lobby of the Intercontinental. She 
was fashionable in dress and was in a small group such as 
seen any morning in a New York hotel. 

She looked at my friends and frowned darkly. 

'Texans/’ she said, almost spitting the word. 

After breakfast, we boarded busses for a short ride to the 
Spanish Riding School which is located in the center of 
Vienna.

Sitting on the little swivel chair in the front of our bus was 
our new Austrian guide—a young man full of health, vigor 
and humor. 

As our bus turned a corner, the guide directed our attention 
to a monument in the center of the street. It was an enormous 
monument depicting a Russian soldier. 

Said our guide: "We call that the monument to the Un¬ 
known Thief. Except that he’s not really unknown. 

The monument is one of the terms of our peace treaty. We 
are forced to keep it. But the peace treaty does not keep the 
monument from being bombed. It has been bombed several 
times. Now, as you see, it is guarded by armed soldiers.” 

Our brief bus ride ended at the Spanish Riding School—* 
the last riding academy in the world where classical horse¬ 
manship is still cultivated in its purest form. 

Says Austria s minister of agriculture. "This institute, dating 
back to the sixteenth century, has outlasted many epochs of 
Austrian history. It is accomplishing a cultural task for the 
whole world while at the same time offering visitors a great 
treat through its performances. 

Safeguarding the future of this riding institute will remain 
one of the foremost missions of the Republic of Austria.” 

Never had anyone in our American group seen a building 
comparable to that of the Spanish Riding School’s. Con¬ 
structed in 1735, it was steeped in the history of Austria’s 
richest era. 

Our group was expected by the school’s head. Colonel 
Oberst Hans Handler. The colonel received us warmly, lec¬ 
tured us briefly on the school s history and then had us escorted 
to ground-level seats in the hall. 

What we saw were the morning exercises. There were 
^ven horses and riders working out when we took our seats. 
The riders wore 18th century uniforms and performed to the 
accompaniment of recorded music. 

Watching the caprioles and various other movements of 
these remarkably trained animals I felt an admiration for the 
horse which I had never before experienced. 

As the iaute ecole gyrations became more and more fan¬ 
tastic, I felt the hair on the back of my neck begin to rise.

Everyone in our group — followers of the cow pony, 
Quarter Horse and Thoroughbred — suddenly realized he had 
uever before seen anything to equal this. 

We were, indeed, observing the ultimate.

From the Spanish Riding School, we returned to our hotel. 

Our group was to leave that afternoon for Salzburg by 
train. 

But I felt that if I didn't soon commence to write, I would 
lose a great deal of my story. So I stayed over in the Inter¬ 
continental while Peter and most of the others boarded their 
train. 

All that afternoon and evening I worked in my room, taking 
time out only once to let the maid do her cleaning. During 
that hour or so off, I walked through the park outside the 
hotel. 

I was impressed by the number of strollers on that Thursday 
afternoon. There were many dogs (all of them muzzled), 
many mothers with children and quite a few old persons. 
Some walked, some sunned on benches. 

Traffic was heavy. Streetcars (at times, as many as three 
hooked together) came by frequently.

^omen. Occasionally a police car was heard, sounding that 
Strange horn so familiar in World War II movies. 

I wondered toward the sound of music. Walking around 




a curve in the park’s path, I came to what was in the most 
literal sense a "beer garden.” 

It was a garden of great beauty. Flowers, shrubs and trees. 
Scattered on the lawn were perhaps 50 tables. And from a 
bandstand, Viennese music was being played. 

I sat down at a table and my eye caught a prominently dis¬ 
played sign. It read: ''Konsumations Pflicht” (Consumation 
Obligatory). A writer needing an excuse to dally could have 
sought no stronger encouragement. 

Beckoning to a middle-aged waitress, I told her I was ready 
to konsum. •

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Veterinarians From 14 Countries 
Exchange Their Views In Dublin 

Kentucky's Dr. Rooney Speaks On Fractures 

by Philip de Burgh-O'Brien 


For the first time outside Britain, the British Equine 
Veterinary Association held its annual meeting in Dublin 
recently. The Irish minister of Agriculture, Mr. Haughey, 
was welcomed by the president of the Irish Veterinary 
Association, hosts. The minister, in a happy speech, hoped 
the visiting vets from 14 countries, including the U.S.A., 
would have a profitable and enjoyable week, and stressed that 
new legislation for the home horse-breeding industry was in 
the blue-print stage. He congratulated the veterinary brethren 
on the important contributions they had made, to science, 
and to mutual understanding. 

Sitting in on this international conference, one got the 
idea that there was a good deal of healthy rivalry between 
Europe and America, in new discoveries, methods, appliances. 
It did seem that America was more advanced in veterinary 
science, but as one delegate pointed out, America has far 
more money to spend than Europe, and the high salaries 
attracted the best brains in science, whereas in Europe, such 
usually (but not always) go into industry. 

The talks on Swamp Fever were inconclusive. Most agreed 
that while progress was being made, the final solutions had 
not been reached, and further research was inevitable. It 
was disclosed that not even the electron-microscope could 
‘see’ the offending virus. . . . 

One of the best lectures was that of Professor Rooney, 
Kentucky, while talking of leg fractures; taken up by Dr. 
Underwood, who said what had been achieved so far in 
fracture repair left much yet to be done. He said, however, 
that it was now perfectly feasible to mend certain leg frac¬ 
tures provided that adequate surgical facilities were available. 
It was agreed that the U.S.A. had the most up-to-date equip¬ 
ment. Slides of specially-built horse ambulances moving 
horses with broken legs to modern operating theatres were 
shown. 

Other fields talked over included The Orthopedic Surgery’; 
'The Equine Electrocardiogram’ — which operates much the 
same as with a human, showing the weaknesses, stresses, 
clots (if any), workings, as with a person suspected of a 
coronary. Very important, this apparatus! Another interesting 
subject was The Barker Foal’; A new Approach. Practically 
all aspects of equine research, medicine and surgery were 
discussed, in detail, but the following, I thought, was of 
special appeal. 

Mr. Maxie Cosgrave, MRCVS, president of the Irish 
Veterinary body, introduced a note of worry when talking on 
the use of fertilizers (artificial) and sprays, without certain 
knowledge being available and whether these were beneficial 
or not. ‘A committee,’ he said, ’had been set up in England 
to go into the whole question, thoroughly. Cattle, sheep and 
pigs were produced for food purposes, and for wool but in 
the case of the racehorse it was the bone structure which was 


most important because the horse had to be developed on 
lines of athletic prowess.’ 

The veterinary profession did not yet know what bad effects 
fertilizers could have on the equine skeleton or what their 
use could do to the quality of the bone.’ 

The paper. The nutrients from pasture and concentrated 
feed in relation to the rearing of the young Thoroughbred 
horse, was read by Mr. L. B. O’Moore, of the Animal Sciences 
Division of the Agricultural Institute, Castleknock Co., Dublin, 
who said that data had been collected over a period of 15 
years to investigate the possibility of mineral and other im¬ 
balances in feeding on stud farms where osteodystrophic con¬ 
ditions were a problem. Under Irish conditions, unless an 
animal received a mineral supplement, it was likely that 
marginal intakes only of calcium and phosphates were assured 
... no omnibus recommendations could be made for pasture 
management on stud farms. These obviously varied from 
farm to farm. Fertilizers should be used very sparingly with 
the results of a soil analysis.’ A wide discussion on this paper 
was led by Mr. P. S. Hastie, Moreton, England, with Brigadier 
J. Clabby, London; Doctors O’Dea and Taylor, U.S.A. 

Mr. M. J. Byrne, Dublin, opened the discussion on an 
Selected Clinical Cases,’ read by professor 
J. Wheat, California, U.S.A. Other interesting speakers in¬ 
cluded Mr. J. P. O’Connor, Veterinary College of Ireland, 
who performed, in addition, an operation on a pony; Dr. R. 

California; Dr. W. A. Esling, France, Professor 
A. Messervy, Bristol, England. 

Dr. Edward Taylor, U.S.A., stunned us a little when he 
spoke of the famed BLUE-GRASS (Ky.). He said that it 
IS very susceptible to drought, and is being replaced! Over 
to you, Kentucky. I will say that Dr. Taylor was one of the 
best speakers of the entire week. The anaesthetist was Mr. 
P. J. Bourke, Veterinary College of Ireland. 

Speakers from other countries, chiefly Sweden, Holland, 
made notable contributions to the

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School For Grooms 


Is Off To Good Start 


In New Jersey 


by Jack Duarte 

.A. new type of school, designed to end the famine of ex¬ 
perienced, well-trained horse grooms which exists at present, 
has recently opened near Medford, New Jersey. 

It is called the New Jersey School of Horsemanship, and 
seeks to perpetuate the almost extinct art of grooming and 
caring for Thoroughbred horses. A 77-acre setting in western 
New Jersey, the Gracelen Farm, serves as the working area 
for the new school. It is located on Church Road, between 
U.S. Route 70 and the New Jersey Turnpike. 

The new school is the dream-tool of John H. Slavin, who 
tcpresents the third generation of his family in the horse 
industry. 

"There has never been a time," Slavin remarked, "when 
tT^en who were fully qualified in the grooming and care of 
Thoroughbreds were in greater demand. 

The school is set up on a twelve-week basis, and the 
curriculum tends to emphasize on-the-job experience, and in 
Some cases plain hard work. 

A total of 44 stalls are located on the farm, which caters 

platers from the New Jersey-Maryland circuit who have 
gone bad during the racing season or who simply want to 
t>oard over the winter months. 

"These horses offer us excellent subjects for our students, 
Slavin added, "because our students are able to see them 
t>cing treated on the spot. If X-Rays are necessary, they are 
also able to see the entire process. Experience like this is 
absolutely invaluable." 

Even though the New Jersey School of Horsemanship 

still in relative infancy, it is on solid footing. Its board 
includes Dr. Anthony S. Coma, head of the Health and 
Physical Education Department of Cheyney State College 
(Pennsylvania) as chairman. Dr. John Benassi, a medical 
doctor. Dr. Anthony Pinnie, public relations director at 
Cheyney State, Jack Farrell and Vincent Salandra, faculty 
Members at Bertram High School in Philadelphia and others. 

E^r. Coma was instrumental in preparing a syllabus for 
^be school that was approved by the State Department of 
Vocational Instruction located in Trenton. 

The school offers instructors with a wealth of knowledge 
and background in Thoroughbred racing. Besides Slavin, 
^ho also serves as head instructor, are Dr. Herbert Weinstein 
^ veterinarian, M. V. De Antonellis, an authority on feed and 
Ernie La Rosso and Lonnie Somerville who are both licensed 
drainers. 


The school for backstretch personnel has already received a 
letter from the United States Department of Agriculture 
commending the school for serving as a pilot guide in a 
new field of vocational training. 

Slavin is especially interested in providing new fields of 
work for the migrant farm workers who are prevalent in 
western New Jersey. He believes that these people, once 
afforded an opportunity of learning a decent, respectable 
trade will become more useful citizens. 

As far as the horse industry is concerned, Slavin’s efforts 
have been viewed with great optimism. Good, reliable back- 
stretch personnel have been in short supply recently, and until 
Slavin’s school showed up on the horizon, there was little 
hope for the future. 

Slavin’s initial class at the School of Horsemanship totalled 
50 and the outlook for the future is even higher. Already he 
has received queries from others interested in the school. 

The initial class included men from such varying back¬ 
grounds as a university graduate, a newspaper press operator 
and a sausage maker. Several of the men see the course as a 
stepping stone to training, breeding, farm management and 
other facets of the horse industry. 

Slavin was, until a few years ago, the trainer for C. A. 
Hunt, former proprietor of Wit’s End Farm in Maryland. 
A heart attack forced him into semi-retirement. Last August 
he conceived the idea for the school. 

The New Jersey School of Horsemanship could very well 
establish a new line of thinking with regards to the proper 
training of backstretch personnel. It already has an excellent 
start. •

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Substitute For Mare’s 
Milk Is Developed 
For Orphan Foals 

Citing the continuing increase in America s horse popu¬ 
lation, the Borden Company recently announced that it would 
undertake several experiments in horse nutrition. 

The first project was the development of a substitute for 
mare’s milk for orphaned foals. 

The following report describes the Borden Company’s ex¬ 
periences in raising orphaned Shetland pony foals and com¬ 
pares their performance with normal nursing foals. The 
“mare’s milk replacer” will soon be available under the trade 
of “Foal-Lac.” 

Although the Borden Company believes its efforts were 
successful, there are variations to the feeding plan which will 
be explored this spring to improve the performance. These 
variations are discussed in several sections of this report. 

The Borden Company’s report: 

Handling of Bred Mares 

Shetland pony mares in about their tenth month of gesta¬ 
tion were purchased locally. These mares were from various 
farms and bred by unknown stallions. They all appeared to 
be in good health and all had foaled previously. The mares 
were placed on pasture, but provided with alfalfa hay. Salt 
blocks were available and they were fed 5 pounds of the 
horse ration shown in Table No. 1 each day. The mares were 
purchased in groups of 2 or 3 during the Spring of 1966. 
Foaling dates ranged from April 20 to June 22. 

The mares were allowed to foal without attendance in the 
pasture. Three foals were separated from the mares after 
48 hours. They did, therefore, get colostrum milk. The foals 
were put into Individual stalls and raised on Foal-Lac, hay 
and horse ration. 

We found it very desirable to remove the mare trom the 
premises after the foal was weaned. We did not do this 
with the first mare to foal and she became very excited and 
difficult to handle when we fed the foal or when she heard the 
foal. It takes about 2 days for this protective instinct to dis¬ 
appear.

Feeding the Orphaned Foals 

We found that the best method for feeding reconstituted 
Foal-Lac was in an open bucket. Efforts to use nursing bottles 
or nippled buckets were frustrating and time consuming. We 
believe the foal will learn to drink as easily and probably 
easier than a calf. The foal's muzzle was simply pushed into 
the milk and after a taste there were no problems. 

Foal-Lac was mixed with warm water to give a 10% solids 
mixture. The weight of the foal at the start of feeding ranged 
from 42.5 to 48 pounds. They did not drink too much the 
first day. An average for the three would be 5 pints of re¬ 
constituted Foal-Lac offered at 2 P.M. and 8 P.M. A morning 
feeding was not attempted on the first day because we as¬ 
sumed they had nursed during the morning prior to separation 
from the mares. 

The foals were fed three times per day for the next six 
days, increasing the dally allowance to 6 quarts of water plus 
600 grams (11/3 pounds) of Foal-Lac per foal divided into 
the three feedings. It was necessary to leave the milk in the 
stall for a couple of hours. The foals would drink small 
quantities at a time, but it was usually consumed in two 
hours. The average daily Foal-Lac powder consumption for 
the first week was about one pound. The average daily gain 
for the first week was about one pound so they made very 
efficient use of the Foal-Lac. No other feed was consumed 
the first week so that we are satisfied that the composition, 
nutrient balance and ingredient specifications of Foal-Lac 
are consistent with the requirements of young foals. Extra 
water was not provided until the foals started eating some 
horse ration and hay during the third week. 

A three times per day feeding schedule was maintained 
through the second week after which we fed twice per day 
at 8 A.M. and 4 P.M. It would probably be desirable to 
maintain three feedings per day for the first month. A 10% 
solids milk was used up to the time of a marked decrease in 
milk offered. This occurred at the 11th week for Mary Jane, 
10th week for Helen and 9th week for Hoot. The foals were 
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turned out into a dry lot with a shelter on a 24 hour basis 
at that time. The concentration of Foal-Lac was increased 
to 20%, and only 1/3 pound of powder was fed per head per 
day. This was done to force an increase in horse ration and 
hay consumption. The foals were not eating enough feed 
so the Foal-Lac was increased to 2/3 pound and 1 pound 
per head per day on two consecutive weeks. The following 
week the concentration was increased to 30% solids and the 
total Foal-Lac solids increased to 2 2/3 pounds and finally 
to 3 1/3 pounds per head per day. It was maintained at this 
level until the end of the period covered by this report. Al¬ 
falfa hay and water were available at all times plus 1 pound 
of horse ration per head per day. 

There have been no problems with consistency of the feces 
nor with health of the animals. 

Prior to full maintenance outside, the foals were allowed 
to run even during the first week on the dirt lot every day for 
an hour or more except in stormy weather. This is very im¬ 
portant to maintain good appetite and muscular develop¬ 
ment. 

Nursing Foals 

Four foals were left with the mares on pasture. The 
pasture area was quartered so that each mare and her foal 
Were separated. An open shelter was constructed for pro¬ 
tection, shade, feeding and watering. 

Each mare received about 3 pounds of hay and 5 pounds 
of horse ration per day. This quantity of grain ration was 
increased to 7 pounds per day when the foals started eating a 
significant amount and the pasture began to dry up. Periodic 
weights were obtained. We have not experienced any prob¬ 
lems, and we feel the foals represent normal performance for 
this type of pony. 

Growth Comparison of 
Orphaned and Nursing Foals 
There are variations among animals as would be expected. 
The orphaned colt. Hoot, is obviously from smaller parents 
as is the filly, June Bug. These animals have shown a lower 
daily gain (Table No. 2) and a flatter growth curve than 
others on the same treatment suggesting a lighter mature 
Weight. 

The two orphaned fillies have gained at a rate of about 
0.15 pounds per day less than the two larger nursing fillies. 
An examination of the weights and the growth curves suggest 
that most of this difference was in the first 3 to 4 weeks. The 
nursing foals gained at about twice the rate during this time, 
but after 4 weeks the curves tend to be quite parallel. 

A direct comparison of orphaned and nursing foals indicate 
that the animals are very comparable. 

The mares of the nursing foals were weighed at the time 
the last weight was taken on the foals. Their weights were 
522 pounds, 512 pounds, 453 pounds and 450 pounds for the 
dams of Rose, Evelyn, June Bug and Russ, respectively. 

Present Feeding Program 

A change in the feeding program has been made since the 
last weights were taken on September 6, 1966. The orphaned 
foals no longer receive re-constituted Foal-Lac. We started 
feeding 4 pounds of horse ration, 1 pound of Foal-Lac pellets 
and 1 pound of alfalfa hay per head per day. This was split 
into two feedings and it was consumed so quickly that a check 
was made on their weight. A reduction in growth rate indi¬ 
cated they were not receiving enough feed. We Increased 
their daily allowance after two weeks to 6 pounds of horse 


ration plus 2 pounds of Foal-Lac pellets per head and this 
seems to satisfy them. 

The nursing foals receive 4 pounds of horse ration per day 
and In addition the two smaller animals, Evelyn and June 
Bug, each receive 1 pound of Foal-Lac pellets. They are 
still nursing although we plan on weaning them when they 
get to be 6 months old. The feed allowance will be increased 
at that time.

Changes Suggested by this Test 

An examination of the data indicates that the main dif¬ 
ference in the performance of orphaned and nursing foals 
was during the first 4 weeks. The Foal-Lac was efficiently 
utilized, but apparently we did not provide enough for 
optimum early gains. Observations of similar trials conducted 
in the field suggest that a higher concentration of solids in 
the milk will be readily consumed by the foals. We would, 
therefore, propose to increase the concentration of Foal-Lac 
powder from 10% solids to 20% solids and to provide daily 
solids intakes of 2 to 3 pounds during the first montFi. This 
is 1 1/2 to 2 times the intake we obtained during this test, 
fo obtain this intake, we will also start with 4 feedings per 
day for the first week, followed by 3 feedings per day for the 
next three weeks. It is hoped that an early increase in growth 
will result in an earlier consumption of grain ration and, there¬ 
fore, an earlier consumption of Foal-Lac pellets. This may 
I’osult in being able to eliminate liquid feeding at an earlier 
oge. It may be necessary to reduce the solids concentration 
for a day or two if this higher feeding rate produces diarrhea. 

The test was conducted with ponies whose birth weight and 
•T^ature weight is only half that of light horses. Field tests 
hove indicated good success with light horses also. We be¬ 
lieve that doubling the milk allowances for horse colts would 
produce the excellent results we have observed with ponies. 

A suggested feeding program for orphaned Shetland pony 
foals is shown in Table No. 3, which includes the modifications 
We think are indicated based on our experiences. 

A tentative schedule for the foals of light horses based on 
Qn interpolation of the data obtained with ponies would 
consist of doubling the allowances shown in Table No. 3. 


Summary 

A complete mare's milk replacer, Foal-Lac, with a composi¬ 
tion similar to mare's milk has been developed. The analyses 
of this product is shown in Table No. 4. Foal-Lac has been 
used to raise strong, vigorous Shetland Pony foals orphaned 
at 2 days of age. Foal-Lac pellets are being used to supply 
the same nutrients to nursing foals and foals that have been 
removed from liquid Foal-Lac. Details of many of our ex¬ 
periences with the orphaned foals have been described. 
Frequent weighings of both nursing foals and orphaned foals 
have enabled us to present growth curves for Shetland Pony 
foals which should be of value to researchers and pony 
breeders.

For the second time in three years, the Fairfax and Potomac 
Hunts deadlocked with 38 points in the unique Marlborough 
Hunt Bowl event, a four-phase competition involving all 
phases of foxhunting, held last month at Upper Marlboro.

Columbia Horse Center Opens 


The Columbia horse center, located on property which 
formerly made up the late Walter A. Edgar’s Woodlawn Farm, 
has recently opened with nearly 80 students enrolled in classes 
ranging from novice to advanced. 

The Ellicott City center is under the direction of John C. 
K. Shipp who is assisted by Mrs. Anne King, manager, Mrs. 
Nancy A. Williams, senior instructor, and Miss Lee Frank, 
secretary. 

Classes are conducted daily in the 220 ' by 125' indoor arena. 
A covered walkway leads from the stable to the arena. There 
is an outdoor stadium, courses, paddocks and trails. Suidents 
may arrange for chaperoned practice sessions using either 
the indoor or outdoor facilities. 

Persons may board their horses at the center where they 
have facilities for 80 boarding horses.

Trophy In Large Pony Division 
On Behalf Of Her Prim 'N' Proper 


Pikcsvillc Girl 
Honored in New York 


T he American Horse Shows Association presented its 1966 
score award in the Large Hunter Pony division at its 
annual convention this month to 15-year-old Debbie Cahn, 
of Pikesville, on behalf of her 7-year-old roan mare Prim *N’ 
f^roper, who had accumulated over 1,100 points during the 
year. 

Debbie began her riding career at the age of 6 while at¬ 
tending summer day camp. The following fall she started 
taking lessons from the late Catherine Bosley Stevens. Two 
years later Debbie was given her first pony of her own, a 
tnedium division pony named Explorer. Explorer was hunted 
^tid shown successfully by Debbie until she outgrew him, and 
ho is now winning ribbons and prizes for a younger owner. 

In May of 196S Debbie acquired Prim 'N’ Proper, who was 
then a 4-year-old, from a teenage Virginia girl who had 
Taised her and broken her to ride. Debbie had actually been 
looking for Prim for some time because Prim is a full sister 
^ Tip Toe, a champion pony owned by Carol and Richard 
Hoffberger, children of the owner of the Baltimore Orioles. 

Prim had no schooling (training) over fences when Debbie 
became her owner. Yet in two months of being ridden and 
^hooled by Debbie, under the expert coaching of Linky 
bmith of Parkton, Maryland, Prim developed sufficiently to 
become Maiden Champion at Maryland Pony Show. In her 
brst season of competition Prim was ranked third in Maryland, 
the next year she was second, and in 1965 she was Champion 
^ Maryland and fifth in the United States. In 1965 Prim and 
h^ebbie were also members of the U. S. International Pony 
•team which defeated a Canadian Team at Toronto. 


After a series of successful spring shows in 1966 — cham¬ 
pionships at St. Christopher’s (Pa.), Lancaster (Pa.), Devon 
(Pa.) for the second year in a row and Loudon (Va.) — 
Debbie decided to try for the national championship. Prim 
was shipped to All Around Farm in Gwynedd Valley, Pen¬ 
nsylvania, to give her the opportunity to compete more 
frequently in major shows. 

There followed a series of successful shows from Virginia 
to Connectiait — with a total 1966 accumulation of 13 cham¬ 
pionships and 2 reserve championships, including champion¬ 
ships at the Pennsylvania National and Washington, D. C. 
International Shows. 

For the past five years Debbie has been a member of the 
Greenspring Hounds Pony Club where, in addition to riding 
instruction, she learned much about the stable skills that make 
a well rounded horseman. During the summer months Debbie 
works at the barn where Prim is boarded, grooming horse's, 
cleaning tack and stalls and training young horses and ponies. 

Debbie is a high-school freshman at Roland Park Country 
Day School in Baltimore. She says that she works especially 
hard in school because she must have her work up to date with 
respectable grades in order to obtain permission to miss an 
occasional day of school to attend a major horse show. 

As to the future Debbie says that she is now training a 
young horse who, she hopes, will follow in Prim’s footsteps 
toward a successful show career. She also will continue show¬ 
ing Prim for the next several years, hoping to bring more 
National Championships to Maryland. •

Photographs and text on this and the ■following pages are from the Spanish Riding School's booklet 
'^hich is offered for sale to visitors at the school. The history of the Lipizzaner and the founding 
the Spanish Riding School are fully described. The school is maintained much the same as 
Philarmonic orchestras and ballets are perpetuated in other countries. Although the Spanish Riding 
School is a major tourist attraction in Vienna, it seems likely that the school would be maintained 
®''en if tourism were eliminated. There is no thought of profit in operation of this institution.

The Spanish Riding School is the ^^ardian of the 
"Haute Ecole of Equitation.” The term "Haute Ecole of 
Equitation,” in the classical sense, means the ability of the 
horse to execute the most difficult exercises in perfect 
balance. This ability is achieved largely by gymnastic train¬ 
ing of the entire muscular system of the norse. It finds 
its expression in the perfect harmony of seemingly effortless, 
but exceedingly difficult movements. The refined art of 
riding was known early in ancient times. The Parthenon 
frieze of the Acropolis in Athens, created about 450 B. C., 
includes representations of the Piaffe, the Passage and the 
Levade. A few decades later, the Cavalry Officer, Historian 
and Economist Xenophon, wrote his treaties Hipparchikos 
(The Cavalry Leader) and "Peri hippikes” (On Horseman¬ 
ship), which gave eloquent testimony to the high standard 
of Greek horsemanship. Both essays depict the Athenian of 
the time between 430 and 354 B. C. as an enthusiastic 
horseman and experienced connoisseur of horses. They also 
constitute the oldest complete manual on horsemanship 


available to us since the book by Simon of Athens, frequently 
referred to by Xenophon, was lost. Except for a few technical 
details, Xenophon’s description of the perfectly trained horse 
is still correct. The "High School of Horsemanship,” as it was 
envisaged and advocated by that brilliant equestrian, however, 
was doomed to gradual decline. Various circumstances were 
responsible for this development. The power of Ancient 
Greece had come to an end and horsemanship had never been 
of great importance in Rome. The chaos following the 
Barbarian invasions practically wiped out all memory of the 
highly developed Greek skill. Added to this was the change in 
the technique of fighting; for the heavily armored horsemen 
required mounts that could walk or canter along a straight 
line. The result was that horse training in the Middle Ages 
was concerned only with basic requirements to fulfill these 
needs, notwithstanding the splendor of the knights, and or 
their tournaments. Horses trained merely for attack did not 
prove insufficient until the invention of small firearms called 
for mounted forces of great maneuverability. The horse had to 
be sufficiently quick and agile in his movements for the rider 
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broodmares and foals at the Lipizzaner breeding farm in Fiber, near Graz, Austria. Except for an 
^^acuation period during World War II, the Lipizzaners have been bred at Fiber since World War I. 
^aneral George S. Fatton is credited with returning the Lipizzaners to Fiber after World War II.

Thus, 
3^ result of grim necessity the Italians rediscovered the High 
^hool of Horsemanship at the turn of the 15th century, 
^he name of Federico Griso (Grisone) is closely linked with 
^his development. A Neapolitan nobleman established the 
^^st riding academy in 1532 in Naples, and thereby gained the 
^^putation for his hometown of being the seat of the high 
of equitation. Griso also wrote one of that eras most 
^^gnificant books on horsemanship, the "Ordine di cavalcare 
(Naples 1550), which was repeatedly republished and trans- 
^^^d into many languages. 

Noblemen from all over Europe flocked together in Naples, 
^nd later in Rome where a second riding academy was 
J^Pened, to learn the art of riding and to pass on what they 
Earned to their countrymen, or rather to their courts. These 
^^urts, of course, provided the most fertile soil for the develop¬ 
ment of equestrian skill. Instruction in horsemanship was a 
most important item of courtly education and, in the hierarchy 


of the courts, the reigning prince’s Master of the Horses held 
a high rank. Several specially gifted men played leading roles 
in the process of transplanting and developing this refined 
art of riding. Giovanni Pignatelli, one of Griso’s pupils at 
the Academy in Naples, who is known in equestrian history 
as the inventor of the curb-bit, personally trained Salomon de 
la Broue and Pluvinel as his disciples. Having completed their 
training in Naples, these two brought to their country a 
veritable treasure of experience and knowledge. Pluvinel, in 
particular, introduced the Golden Age of the Haute Ecole 
into France. 

Antoine de Pluvinel de Baume — his full name — was 
born in Crest in 1555 and died in Paris in 1620. He began 
as First Master of the Horses to the Duke of Anjou. Later, 
under Henry the Fourth, he founded a riding school in the 
French capital. He was in the confidence of his king, who 
sent him as his envoy to Holland. Most important, however, 
is the fact that he instructed Henry’s son, Louis XIII, in 
horsemanship and wrote "Le Maneige royal, ou Ton peut 
remarquer le defaut et la perfection du cavalier en tous les 
exercises de cet art, digne des princes, fait et pratique en 
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I’instruction du roy” (Paris 1623) for him. Three years 
after the death of its author, the book was published in the 
form of a dialogue between the young king and his instructor. 
It was embellished with magnificent copperplates by Crispin 
de Passe the Younger. What made this book truly significant, 
however, was the fact that Pluvinel differed signally from 
Pignatelli, his teacher, and the entire Neapolitan school of 
thought in his views concerning the treatment of horses, 
notwithstanding his high regard for his teacher. Contrary to 
contemporary thinking he did not favor the method of sub¬ 
jection by force. According to him, a horse should be taught 
obedience by being rewarded with tidbits, praise and petting. 
Whip and spurs, on the other hand, should be used sparingly. 
Like Xenophon, Antoine de Pluvinel saw not merely an object 
of dressage in a horse, but a highly developed living being 
that must be taught to think. In his opinion, the refined art of 
riding was a process that brought about the closest possible 
union between man and horse. 

What La Broue and Pluvinel — the latter introduced, or 
at least re-discovered the use of "pillars” — did for France, 
two other Griso disciples, Paolo d’Aquino and Vargas, did 
for Spain. They introduced the new art of horsemanship there. 
The new art was received favorably in Germany, too. Herr 
Georg Engelhard von Lohneissen (Loneyss), the Brunswick 
Master of the Horses at Wolfenbuttel, published his book 
"Detailed Description of Bridling and Proper Use of Snaffles 
and Curbs” in 1588. He included this work in his compre¬ 
hensive treatise on horsemanship, published in Remlingen in 
1609, under the title "Detailed Description of Everything 

Spanish horses derived their name from the town of Lipizza ti 
near Trieste, is approximately same spot where the ancient 


Pertaining to the Art of Riding and What a Nobleman Needs 
to Know: In Particular About Tournaments and Riding 
Games, Also How to Cure Horses and Care For Them and 
Various Manners of Training and Bridling.” Although the 
author did suggest that the horse be treated less harshly than 
hitherto, this book was still filled wfith the spirit of the Italian 
School. 

It was a third Pignatelli disciple who pioneered classical 
horsemanship in England: the Chevalier Saint-Antoine, who, 
under James I, became the first true Master of the Horses on 
the other side of the Channel. However, of far greater im¬ 
portance in this field was the British statesman William 
Cavendish, Duke of Newcastle (1592 to 1676). From l638 
to 1641, he was the tutor of the Prince of Wales, who later 
became King Charles II of Great Britain and Ireland. During 
the English Civil War (1642 to 1644) Cavendish fought on 
the side of the Royalists. In 1645, having been banished 
from England together with his royal master, he opened a 
riding school in Antwerp, which he operated until allowed 
to return home following the Restoration. During the years 
spent in exile, he collected many experiences in the field of 
equitation which he published in his "Method and Novel 
Ways of Training Horses” (Antwerp 1658). The book was 
brilliantly written and most enjoyable to read since its author 
was renowned also as a lyric poet and a playwright. The 
ideas expressed were, however, reactionary rather than pro¬ 
gressive, since the Duke advocated artificial and forcible train¬ 
ing methods.

The complete opposite of the Duke, in his writing and 
principles, was Francois Robichon, Sieur de la Gueriniere. 
^obichon was regarded by his contemporaries as the first 
authority of horseback riding. In 1716 he opened a riding 
academy in Versailles which soon became famous throughout 
Europe. From 1730 until his death on July 2, 1751, he was 
faster of the Horses at the Court of Louis XV of France. 
Eollowing in Pluvinel’s footsteps, he emphatically rejected 
brutal dressage methods and introduced quite a few im¬ 
provements in the High School of Horsemanship, including 
^he oblique "shoulder in" movement. His School of Horse¬ 
manship, including information on Horses, Their Training 
and Their Care,” put the entire art of riding on a new 
scientific basis which has proved of great use to many 
generations. The system laid down by la Guerinierein his 
Ecole" was a determining factor also for the Spanische 
E^eitschule Wien.” This school, which is the last stronghold of 
classical horsemanship, will continue, at least where its basic 
principles are concerned, to utilize these fundamentals. 

The "Spanische Reitschule Wien” is not only a symbol of 
^^uestrianism at its highest perfection, it is also the name 
the building in which these traditions have been cultivated 
^tom beginning to the present day. The building was con¬ 
structed when the House of Austria was at the peak of its 
power, when imperial splendor was at its most brilliant. The 
Ecace of Passarowitz (1718) had put an end to the misery 
^nd fear caused since times immemorial by the invading 
^mks. Although Spain had been lost by the Habsburgs in the 
of Succession, the military genius of Prince Eugene had 
Conquered vast areas of great wealth for his imperial 
^vereign: Milan, Naples, Sicily and Sardinia; the Banat, the 
Little Wallachia and Nova Serbia. Free from the burden of 
Warfare and secure in the knowledge that his borderlands 
^cre safe, Charles VI was able to turn his full attention to 
^orks of peace. Fiume (Rijeka) and Trieste became free- 
Ports and, together with the ports in South Italy, easily out- 
stripped the declining Venice. Trade companies expanded 
Ae East Indian started operating in the Austrian Netherlands, 
Ae Oriental in Vienna. It was not only economy that received 
^ oew impetus. The glory that had been attained called for 
sorue spectacular expression. Such an expression, and one that 
^ould last over centuries, could be supplied only by a grand 
piece of architecture. Thus, the artistic taste of the monarch 
manifested itself in the magnificent riding school building. 

Wilder than the building itself is the institution which it 
^^cornmodates. The word "Spanish” in its name is derived 
mm a breed of horses that was at home on the Iberian 
^ninsula and proved especially talented for classical horse¬ 
manship. It was pointed out in an earlier chapter that the 
of riding was rediscovered in the late 15th and early l6th 
^ntury. It spread relatively quickly throughout Europe. 
Natural centers of activities were, of course, the courts where 
^.rime-honored tradition of horsemanship, coupled with a 
^8hly developed sense of the ceremonial, favorably influenced 
?4^estrianism. This applied especially to the Imperial Court 
m Vienna, which had always been most closely associated with 
me Mediterranean Area, the home of classical horsemanship. 



This association is not surprising since one member of the 
Habsburg family ruled over Austria and the other over Spain 
and Naples. Commodities of every description were exchanged 
between these two sovereigns and their countries, including 
goods and ideas pertaining to equestrianism. Archduke Maxi¬ 
milian, a son of Emperor Ferdinand I, and himself the Ruler 
and Augmentor of the Empire from 1564 over a period of 
two decades, introduced Spanish horses in Austria in 1562 
and founded the Court breeding farm in Kladrub. Three 
years later, in 1565, an exercize-ground for horses was reported 
near the Vienna "Hofburg” which covered the present Josef- 
platz and its immediate environments. On September 20 of 
the same year, the "Vicedom” (Vice-governor) of Austria 
below the Enns was ordered to supply the amount of 100 
guilders for the ”establishment of an exercise-ground in the 
garden adjoining the Palace” Obviously, this was a reference 
to an open riding and tournament ground, which appeared 
inadequate when the weather was bad and engendered the 
wish for a covered riding school. Later, on August 20, 1572, 
the commander of Ebersdorf Castle received orders ”to deliver 
to the Imperial Court Buildings Administrator some 20 tree 
trunks to be used as supporting pillars in the Spanish Riding 
School” According to these orders, a roofed-in hall was at 
that time either being renovated or newly built. The term 
"Spanish Riding School” appears for the first time in this 
document. Another official paper, dated January 30, 1593, 
refers to the bad condition of the ”riding school in the Court 
Pleasure Grounds” and demands that a "piece of the wall next 
to the rampart be repaired and all pillars placed on brick 
foundations. . . .” It may be surmised from this that the oblong 
and narrow "Spanish Riding School” was located close to the 
inner side of the rampart and that it was open towards the 
garden from which it was separated by a row of pillars. Need¬ 
less to say it was not a very impressive building; still, it was 
better than nothing. It protected horses and riders against 
the rain and, up to a point, also against the rigors of winter, 
and provided a better chance of getting first-class training 
results than an open-air manege. Some of the horses trained 
in the Spanish Riding School in or about 1593 were most 
probably born in Lipizza. The stud in Lipizza was founded 
in 1580 by Archduke Charles of Inner Austria. This event, 
which had a decisive influence on the history of the Imperial 
Riding School, will be dealt with in greater detail in one of 
the following chapters. The modest, timber-built forerunner 
of the splendid structure we are familiar with today had been 
planned as a merely temporary solution but, as is so often 
the case, it continued to exist in its original form much 
longer than anticipated. Plans were discussed for a new build¬ 
ing in which to house both the treasury and the riding school 
in 1641 and 1642. The Court Buildings Secretary, Frischen- 
hauser, estimated construction costs of a treasury "with two 
vaults, built on top of the Riding School,” at exactly 22,820 
guilders and 20 kreuzer. But the project was dropped. It was 
not until Emperor Leopold I came to the throne that plans 
were drawn up again for a new Imperial riding school. Not 
only was the foundation for a new Vienna, a city of music 
and theaters, laid under this gifted Hapsburg sovereign, but 
he also started the sumptuous carousels and the equestrian 
performances that had long been the fashion at Italian courts 
under the name of "horse ballets.” These Viennese affairs of 
Leopold far surpassed the Italian in splendor and luxurious 
settings. A ballet of this kind was performed in the inner 
courtyard of the ”Burg” on January 24, 1667, on the occasion 
of the Emperor’s marriage to the Spanish Infanta Margareta 
Theresia. For perhaps the first time snowy-white Lipizzans 
moved in time with the rhythms of man-made music in 
Vienna. Even more important than Leopold’s love of theatrical 
pomp was his decision to have a new riding school built on

the exercise ground in Vienna. On July 31, 1681, about a 
century after the foundation of the stud in Lipizza, the 
Imperial Pay Office was ordered by the Emperor "to supply 
44,304 guilders and 30 kreuzer which is the estimated amount 
required to construct a riding school." Attached to the file is 
a letter from the Court Buildings Secretary Johann Philipp 
Quenzer to the Court Treasury stating that the old riding 
school "had gone to rack and ruin!’ According to the cost 
estimate of July 27, 1681, which is still in existence, the new 
building was to be 46 fathoms long and 6 wide, and was to 
have two stories. The ground floor was to be used as riding 
school, while the court library was to be housed on the second 
floor. The building was started that same year. It made good 
progress, and on February 5, 1683, the following was reporte 
by Quenzer, who possibly held not only the position of Court 
Buildings Secretary, but also acted as artistic supervisor. 
The framework of the roof covering the finished part of the 
building has been completed so that the tiles can be laid 
shortly." But before the tilelayers could start their work, the 
Turks appeared on the outskirts of Vienna. The half-finished 
building was badly damaged by Turkish guns. Although, 
for the time being, nothing much could be done, the project 
was not abandoned. On February 23, 1685, the Pay Office was 
instructed to pay out to Count Ferdinand Bonaventura von 
Harrach the 1326 guilders and 16 kreuzer which he had ad¬ 
vanced to the Court Buildings Office for "preparation and 
construction of the Imperial Riding School." This order was 
followed by the Count’s report to the treasury in which he 
referred to the Emperor’s orders "to reconstruct the Imperial 
Riding School and have it equipped in such a manner that 
His Imperial Majesty can ride there this coming winter, and 
that horses can be exercised and trained in it. . . !’ However, 
this attractive project of a manege for winter use failed to be 
realized in either 1685, or in any of the subsequent years. 
One year passed after another and not a word was said about 
the building getting finished. 

Emperor Leopold I had long been dead, and so had his 
successor, Joseph I, when bills were paid in 1713 for lumber 
and firewood obtained in Bavaria "to enable production of 
bricks required for building the projected Imperial RidinS 
School." At long last, in 1723, construction was started after 
a different plan which, however, did make use of the main 
walls that were still standing. This time there was no further 
delay and, in 1726, the work of Fischer von Erlach, Father and 
Son, presented itself in the ultimate noble form that now 
dominates the Josefsplatz. True, the riding school had been 
crowded out of the main building, although the so-calle 
coach house on the ground floor of the Court Library m 
which the Emperor’s favorite carriages were kept was, for 
many years to come, a reminder of the intended symbiosis o 
the two institutes. Now, each had a house of its own and, as ^ 
result, fated much better. 

In 1792 the French Revolution reached one of its peaks- 
This revolution, and the Napoleonic wars with their various 
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consequences, put an end to practically all institutes in 
Europe where the classical art of horsemanship was cultivated. 
At that time, the Spanish Riding School in Vienna became 
a place of refuge for that high art. The School not only 
continued to adhere strictly to the principles of refined 
horsemanship; it even developed that art and brought it to 
a new peak during the 19th Century. Emperor Francis Joseph, 
^he “last of the monarchs” as his forbear, Maximilian I, had 
been the "last of the knights,” defended the Spanish Riding 
School against all open and covert attacks. He refuted the 
spurious argument that there was room enough for the 
training of horses and riders in the "Campagnereitschule 
accommodated in the Court Stables, and did not permit any¬ 
body to touch either the riding school, or the classical art of 
horsemanship, or the white Lipizzaner. 

Hard times came for the Spanish Riding School when the 
^Id Monarchy broke up in the early part of the 20th 
century. The basis of its existence, the stud farm in Lipizza, 
^as lost to Austria. The postwar years with their misery and 
destitution, caused even the well-meaning to see nothing 
^ore than an unprofitable toy in the Riding School. Things 
^ere made worse by those who, for political or personal 
reasons, resented everything related to the court, the aristocracy 
and what they used to stand for. In short, the continued 
existence of the Spanish Riding School appeared more un¬ 
certain than at any other time of its long history. But Count 
E^udolf van der Straten, the last Master of the Horses of the 
^Id Monarchy, and the men around him, remained loyal. They 
^ot only turned down the most tempting offers of employment 
abroad, but also moved heaven and earth to save their beloved 
riding school. At long last, their perseverance and untiring 
efforts were rewarded. The Spanish Riding School, once 
subordinated to the Chief Master of the Horses, resumed its 
activities as a charge of the Federal Ministry of Agriculture 
and Forestry. The quality, the noble style, remained the same, 
^n other respects, there were some changes; henceforth, every¬ 
one was permitted to visit the Riding School and watch the 
borses train. This was no novelty in itself, but now spectators 
^cre admitted also to the Sunday performances, provided 
^bey paid an entrance fee. "Art goes a-begging, which is just 
^bat the Spanish had to do — and had very good results. 
Because the state allowance to the School was a mere pittance, 
u became necessary to develop "sidelines to improve the 
financial situation. This is why a series of tours to foreign 
Countries was started in the twenties. They proved a full 
Success from the idealistic as well as the materialistic angle. 
After the triumphs achieved in Berlin (1925), Aachen and 
London (1927), the Hague (1929), Brussels ( 1932) etc, 
^be Spanish Riding School became the status symbol of 
Austria. Once again, equestrians from all over the world

incorporation in the Third German Reich, the School was 
subordinated to the High Command of the German Armed 
Forces. Count van der Straten retired in May, 1939, after 
having provided excellent direction to the school for many 
years. He was replaced by the then Major Alois Podhajsky. 

In the many years during which Colonel Podhajsky was in 
charge of the School, it knew periods of acute danger and 
moments of great happiness. In 1944, the precious, trained 

stallions were evacuated to St. IvTartin near Scliarding, Upper 

Austria, there to await the end of the war. When the U. S. 
Forces arrived, it looked as though these horses would have 
to share the fate of the defeated German Army. By his inter¬ 
vention with General Patton, Podhajsky succeeded in having 
the School placed under the protection of the U. S. Army 
and the breeding farm moved from Hostau, which was not 
yet occupied, to Wimsbach near Lambach. After a while, the 
daily routine was resumed, though under somewhat difficult 
circumstances. As early as in 1948, the first tour abroad was 
undertaken — to Switzerland. In 1950, horses and riders 
toured the United States for three and a half months where 
they were enthusiastically received. Finally, on October 11, 
1955, after the conclusion of the State Treaty, the Spanish 
Riding School returned to its familiar surroundings in the 
Vienna "Hofburg.” On October 26, a festive performance 
was given for the Federal Government and a select audience. 


Since then, a similar performance has been part of the pr^' 
gram of practically every state visit. Shortly afterwards, i^^ 
November, 1955, the regular public shows were resumed. The 
Viennese had "their” Lipizzaners back, the White Dreaffi 
Horses that had, however, ceased to come from Lipizza long 
ago. 

Lipizzaners or, more correctly, Lipizzaner stallions, wer^ 
and still are the chief actors at the Spanish Riding School lU 
Vienna. They are the result of centuries of breeding 

Spanish, Italian and Arabic-Oriental blood and are character¬ 
ized by a perfect and nobly shaped body, graceful movements, 
a desire to learn, vivaciousness, courage, hardiness and pel' 
severance. An expressive head, sometimes with a ram’s nose, 
a high-set neck, comparatively low withers, a rather long and 
well-developed back ending in a muscular croupe, clean 
limbs with strong, articulated joints and beautifully shaped 
hooves, a bushy mane and tail of fine hair — that is what 
the Lipizzaner looks like, that prototype of the riding horse 
of the Baroque. He is between 155 and 167 cm tall, walks 
with a spring and has an unusually high knee action. The 
Lipizzaner matures comparatively late but, on the other hand 
reaches a high age, frequently between 28 and 32 years. 
Today, the white Lippizzaner prevails; a brown one is ex¬ 
tremely rare. However, the new-born foal is always dark- 
brown and turns white only at the age of 4 or as late aS 
10 years. 
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The Lipizzaner is the last descendant of those noble Spanish 

horses that were famous as far back as Caesar’s time and 
were used by preference in triumphal processions and at fast 
chariot races. It may be safely assumed that the strain 
originated in Carthage. That rich and powerful city in North 

Africa had colonies on the Therian Peninsula and fhufi 

guaranteed a continuous supply of Arab and Barbary bloods 
which occasionally were mixed with that of the Vilano, 
the sturdy horse of the Pyrenees. The outcome of this mixture 
Was the horse of ancient Spain or, if you like, the original 
Lipizzaner.” The hippie situation in the Spanish area remained 
^he same throughout the roughly seven centuries of Moorish 
domination, i.e. practically during the entire Middle Ages. 
Cordoba and Granada saw to it that, then as before, the 
best oriental breeding material was brought in, and since the 
Arabs always attached great importance to agility and dex¬ 
terity, the Spanish horses were, from the start, equipped with 

the very qualities needed most in the art of equitation, iius 
applies in particular to the Andalusian horses, a breed closely 
eclated to the Lippizzans. Their eminent aptitude for the 
classical art of riding soon gained a leading position for them 
in Europe. True, after the Moors had been driven out of 
Spain, horse breeding deteriorated in that country, but in 
other parts of Europe the Spanish blood was handed down 
successfully in various breeding farms. Thus, Italy gained a 
high reputation with the Neapolitans and with the horses 
bred in the Polesina, and the Danish kings produced first-rate 
descendents of Spanish horses in their stud in Frederiksborg. 

As has been mentioned before, Spanish horses were first 
bred in Austria in or about 1562, upon the initiative of the 
Aen Archduke and later Emperor Maximilian II. In 1580, 
Archduke Karl who reigned over Styria, Carinthia, Krain 
^nd Istria, had a *Woyctl stable and stud established in Lipizza, 
'^hete the best hoTses axe bxed and supplied to the Inipexial 
^ourt. These axe hand-picked animals, vexy haxdy and full of 
^^amina because they axe accustomed to moving on haxd and 
'^ocky gxound, and on pas tuxes with haxdly any gxass. 

Lipizza, near Trieste, was at that time a miserable tiny 
bamlet, located in the rocky Karst hills which have no water, 

^nd therefore practically no vegetation. However, this frugal 
countryside with its rocky soil and sparse growth of grass 
produced, in ancient days, horses that were famous for their 
^pced, strength and stamina, and consequently in great 
demand. But more important than the special properties of 
ibis locality, were the unremitting labors of generations of 
horse specialists, in the employ of the Emperor. It was by 
^heir merit that Lipizza became the breeding farm of the 
Habsburg countries and produced horses of unique perfection 

^or all state occasions and for purposes of representation. 

^ine Spanisli stallions and 24 t>roocl mares, Lovight by Preiberr 

^on Khevenhiller on order of the Archduke, were the promis- 


1^8 basic stock brought to Lipizza. More Spanish blood was 
imported from time to time and guaranteed continual re¬ 
juvenation of the breed, which reached a first high under 
Emperor Leopold I in the second half of the 17th Century. 
"Lhe baroque style of court life demanded in the display of 
horses unheard-of splendor. The number of riding and car- 
horses reached astronomical figures. It is therefore not 
mrprising that the Emperor took a personal interest in 
Lipizza. On December 7, 1658, only a few months after he 
ascended the throne, he signed an ''instruction for Our stud 
master in Lipizza on the Karst, the faithful Peter Franz Rai- 
^i^r, with which he shall comply without fail." The 23 para- 
8mphs of the "instructions’ end with the imperial master 
Exhorting his servant as follows; ^^He (Rainier) shall follow 
^kese instxuctions meticulously, making suxe that the stud 


thxives and that evexything is done that may be to Oux ad¬ 

vantage, which We axe certain he will do as a good and 

faithful seriantT This document proves that Leopold I was 
a sovereign who, in addition to his love of arts and courtly 
splendor, had also a sound understanding of horses. Thus 
Lipizza and flonfigh^d, wafAod OV^f (l\m\v bv the 

Emperor, as the hoof beats of the horses bred there ac¬ 
companied Austria through the heroic age of the Turkish 
wars. 

Towards the end of the 17th and beginning of the 18th 
Century more and more stallions w^ere used that had been 
bred in the Polesina in Upper Italy, and in Naples. Danish 
and German horses also were received at Lipizza. However, 
since they all came from Iberian stock, the principle of con¬ 
sistently breeding a pure strain of Spanish-Italian blood was 
not violated. Later on. Oriental stallions were used as well, but 

no separate blood strains were started. The Arab "Siglavy,” 

bought in Paris from Prince Schwarzenberg, was the first 
horse from whom a strain originated that is still in existence. 
Attempts at cross-breeding Lipizzaners and English thorough¬ 
bred proved unsatisfactory and were soon abandoned. 

Since the first half of the 18th Century, Lipizza, Kladrub 
and — since 1717 — Halbturn supplied the "Spanish Riding 
Stables” in Vienna with top-quality horses. The three farms 
cooperated closely with each other and regularly exchanged 
stud horses, until Halbturn proved somewhat unsuited for 
breeding "Spaniards.” A little later Kladrub stopped breed¬ 
ing any other, but heavy draught horses, which left Lipizza

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as the sole source of supply for first-rate riding and light 
carriage horses, as needed by the Imperial stables. Needless 
^0 say, the stud not only carried out this, its foremost task, 
it also exercised a strong and lasting influence on breeding 
throughout the Habsburg realm. An ordinance dated 1722, 
for example, explicitly permits the inhabitants of Adelsberg 
to have their mares covered in Lipizza, in order to improve 
the strain of horses bred in Krain. Stallions of the famous 
court stud put their stamp on a great many private and 
government breeding farms in Slavonia, Hungary, Bohemia, 
Slovakia and the Bukovina, as well as in Inner Austria. 
These farms produced strains that are still being bred in 
nearly all of the successor states of the old Monarchy. How¬ 
ever, the latter distinguish themselves from that in Lipizza 
mainly by the fact that they no longer provide gala horses 
for the "haute ecole,” but good-looking horses for practical 
P'lrposes, that have inherited some of the outstanding quali¬ 
fies of the original stock. 

Whereas Lipizza, was ideal for breeding a hardy and healthy 
strain, its isolated locations created a problem. Many a stud 
employee may have wished longingly for a job in other and 
more civilized surroundings. Perhaps it was such a discon¬ 
tented employee who induced a senior customs officer named 
^on Breinl to write a memorandum in 1785 in which he 
strongly recommended that Lipizza be closed down. How¬ 
ever, this recommendation was not taken seriously, nor were 
the criticisms of later fault-finders. The Provincial Govern¬ 
ment in Graz remonstrated against the suggested removal 
of the stud to Galicia, and Emperor Joseph II energetically re¬ 
jected the project. Another suggestion made a few years later, 
fiy which the horses were to be transferred to fertile pastures 
^ear Vienna, was vetoed as well, since the horses would have 
fi^en exposed to a debilitating influence. 

When the dark clouds of the Napoleonic Wars rose over 
^he horizon of the home of the white horses, and the enemy 
drew ever closer to Lipizza, 300 Lipizzaners started out on 
^arch 22, 1781, in the direction of Stuhlweifsenburg. The 
march took 40 days, under invariably bad weather conditions, 
^tit not a single animal died, and all of the 16 foals born on 
^he trek stayed alive. When the Peace of Campoformio was 
signed that year, the refugees felt free to return. They found 
Lipizza devastated, the buildings had been destroyed, all docu¬ 
ments and papers left there had been burned by a savage 
soldiery. With infinite pains, buildings and files were recon¬ 
structed. This was hardly done, when an earthquake undid 
^cvrything that had been achieved. Nor was that January 4, 
fS02, the lasit black day in the history of Lipizza. On Novem¬ 
ber 15, 1905, the Lipizzaners and their attendants were obliged 
t^oce more to flee before the enemy. This time they went to 
^Wonia, first to Diakovar, and in October 1806 to Karad. On 
the way there and back — they started for home on April 2, 
1807 — he horses suffered far greater hardships than on their 
first flight. Even so, only a single foal died. Two years later, 
the Emperor’s horses had to be saved a third time from the 
8rasp of the French. On May 13, 1809, the herds were driven 
^Way from Lipizza, to return there only in 1815. They 
^^turned sick, for the prolonged stay in the lowlands of the 
River Theiss in vastly different environments and under en- 
tirely different conditions had done serious harm to the horses. 
Only by means of strict selection, and with the aid of the 
Rladrub stallion Maestoso — a horse of undiluted Spanish 
blood whose forebears had been used in Lipizza was it 
possible gradually to regain the old strength and high standard. 

as if these troubles were not enough, Lipizza had to con- 
mnd also with a growing number of antagonists, pleading that 
expensive installation in the Karst ought to be closed 
^Qwn. However, contrary to his two predecessors, Francis 
Joseph I gave explicit orders that the Lipizzaners must remain

where breeding conditions were most favorable. During his 
reign, and more specially in the 1850s, the Emperor and his 
Chief Master of the Horses, Count Grunne, took great interest 
in the Lipizzaners. By personal order of Francis Joseph, expe¬ 
ditions were sent in 1852 (under Major von Gottschligg) and 
in 1856 (Under Colonel von Brudermann) to Syria, Palestine, 
and the Arabian desert to purchase valuable horses for the 
Monarchy. These Arabs were expected to produce a mixed 
Karst breed, a type of horse which has since disappeared. The 
subsequent years and decades, though characterized by a 
somewhat excessive love of experimentation, were on the 
whole a time of peaceful and progressive development. It was 
World War I that brought fresh excitements and finally a 
sudden break. In May 1915, stud horses, service horses and 
four-year old mares were taken from Lipizza to Laxenburg 
near Vienna, the stallions and the rest of the mares to Kladrub. 
Then the century old realm of the Habsburgs collapsed and 
Lipizza became part of Italy. Thanks to the personal initiative 
of Section Chief Baron Beck von Mannagetta und Lerchenau, 
the horses were divided equally between Austria and Italy. 

At first, the small new Austria did not quite know what to 
do with the 97 Lipizzaners it had inherited. Definite plans 
were being made to relinquish the horses, to put them up for 
auction, when literally at the last minute they were saved by 
those who refused to sacrifice irreplaceable assets for the sake 
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of some transitory advantage. On November 5, 1920, the white 
horses, accepted at long last by the Republic of Austria, were 
taken to their new home in Fiber. 

This stud, which is located in Western Styria, near Koflach, 
had been concerned with Lipizzaners long before 1920. Foun¬ 
ded for military purposes in 1798, it was in 1858 raised to 
the rank of a government breeding farm and charged with the 
task of supplying Lipizzaners of a lighter build to the pro¬ 
vincial studs in Dalmatia, Croatia, Hungary, Siebenburgen, 
Krain and Istria. Consequently, several stallions and mares 
were moved from Lipizza to Fiber. Successful breeding opera¬ 
tions produced excellent results. Between I860 and 1868 no 
less than 91 stallions were shipped by Fiber. In 1869, however, 
it was decreed by the Ministry of Agriculture that the best 
breeding horses be handed over to the stud in Radautz and 
Fiber be used for other purposes. 

In 1919 the Styrian stud again became the ’Tipizza” of the 
Federal Republic of Austria. But still the Lipizzaners were 
not permitted to live in peace. In 1942 the horses were 
evacuated to Hostau in Bohemia, to await the war’s end with 
their cousins from Lipizza, which was then Yugoslavian 
territory. The horses survived quite well through these chaotic 
times; they weathered the fantastic Odyssey that had been 
imposed on them. Soon after the last shots of World War II 
had been fired, the Austrian Lipizzaners returned to the 
mountain pastures of Fiber where they thrive so well. 

The fears voiced here and there in 1920 turned out to be 
entirely unfounded. Fiber proved to be an excellent substitute 
for Lipizza, which it resembles closely in climate, soil, and 
vegetation. Apart from a few insignificant differences, the 
horses bred in Fiber can hardly be distinguished from those 
born in Lipizza, except for the F with the Austrian Imperial 
crown branded on their left haunch, in addition to their 
other brand, an L on the left cheek. This resemblance is no 
doubt due to the fact that the traditional principles of breed¬ 
ing, grooming and feeding are held as high in Fiber as they 
ever were in Lipizza. The practice continued of breeding only 
first-rate animals with sound pedigrees, of carefully analyzing 
individual stallion lines, and deliberately developing brood¬ 
mare families. The noble descent of the white horses is 
visibly expressed in the father and mother brands they carry 
on their backs. Today there still flourish the old six lines that 
go back to the following fathers: The Dane "Fluto” (1765); 
the Neapolitans "Conversano” (1767) and "Neapolitano” 
(1790); the original Lipizzaner ‘Tavory” (1779) and 
"Maestoso” ( 1773) and finally the original Arab stallion 
"Siglavy” (1810). But the main reason why the stud in Fiber 
is the true successor of Lipizza and all it stands for, is that no 
other installation has at its disposal, such a selective institu¬ 
tion as the "Spanish Riding School in Vienna.” 

However, being a purebred Lipizzaner does not suffice to 
turn a stallion into a dressage horse of the Spanish Riding 
School class; he must first undergo a period of strenuous 
training that makes the highest demands on both horse and 
rider. 

Starting from the basic principle cited in the previously 
mentioned "Directives on the Methodical Training of Rider 
and Horse in the Spanish Riding School,” that ”one-sidedness 
and mechanical routine lower the artistic standard” there are 
no hard and fast rules regulating training details. Repeated 
reference, however, is made to the text books written by M. 
de la Gueriniere, Maximilian von Weyrother (1814), Louis 
Seeger (1844) and Freiherr von Oeynhausen (1814 to 
1865). The "Directives” which are still observed in the 
Spanish Riding School, were most probably drawn up to 
prevent the institute from deteriorating into something just 


a cut above a circus. Some of the basic principles contained 
in them are: 

”The High Art of Riding must never be understood as 
Haute Ecole alone, but comprises all three types of riding, 
which are: 

First: Riding a horse, without upsetting his natural balance, 
at uncollected paces along straight lines: called 'straight for- 
ward riding.^ 

Second: Rutting the collected horse through all paces, 
turns and movements, while maintaining perfect balance: 
called 'campagne riding! 

Third: Rutting the horse that is kept reared on his hindlegs, 
with his haunches bent deeply, through all of the usual paces 
and jumps, as well as the unusual and artificial ones. The 
latter must be compatible with natural gaits. Carried out 
methodically with utmost exactitude, agility and skill, and 
developed to highest perfection, this type of riding is called 
'Haute Ecole! 

The first type of riding can he comprehended and impl^' 
mented alone; the second has developed from the first. The 
third cannot be achieved without perfect mastery of the two 
former, in particular not without previous training iu 
Campagne Riding. . . !’ 

Methodical, progressive development of the horses, is thus 
made the prime duty of Spanish Riding School trainers. 
''Each trainer must keep check of the progress made by the 
horse he is training, and must always keep in mind the god 
he hopes to attain. Each lesson must be planned most carefully 
until perfection is reached . . . in short, a good trainer must 
he more than a good horseman: he must be able to think 
logically, for only then, will he reach the atm he has set himself 
in a comparatively short time, and ivithout overexerting the 
horse. So-called circus stunts will be strictly avoided as being 
beneath the dignity of the institute!' Thus, the aim to be at¬ 
tained at the end of each training period is specified, and the 
method to be applied indicated in general. However, there 
is enough leeway to allow the trainer to accomplish the 
requisite goal by adjusting training according to the ability 
of the horse. 

In preparation for the first training stage, the so-called 
straight forward riding, the four-year old stallion is exercised 
on the longe, for a period of six to twelve weeks, in order to 
teach him the rudiments of discipline and make him trust 
his trainer implicitly. These exercises serve also to speed up 
the development of the horse as far as suppleness and 
dexterity are concerned, and to make him familiar with all 
of the simple aids, which will facilitate the work of his future 
trainer. 

During the rest of the first training year, the young 
stallion is ridden forward on to the bit. Horses going 
crookedly are made to go straight. In this way they are 
gradually familiarized with the aids. They must learn hoW 
to carry a live weight properly. This necessitates strengthening 
all of their muscles, especially those of the back. It is important 
to insure that muscles remain supple during this training. 

During the second training year the stallion is systematically 
prepared for his future task by a series of exercises that be¬ 
come increasingly difficult. His ability to keep his balance and 
to collect himself, is perfected by putting him through turns, 
figures and voltes. By making him change pace and speed, by 
lateral work and by parades, he is taught to bring his hind¬ 
legs more closely under his body. 

The stallion is made flexible, supple, obedient and respon¬ 
sive to aids. Work at the walk alternates with work at the trot 
and canter. In the beginning, greater stress is laid on trotting 
than on the other paces because the regularity of the footfiiH 
facilitates control. Cantering exercises must be prepared 
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systematically. They cannot be started too early nor continued 
for too long at a time, since the overtired stallion loses his 
innate pleasure in leaping forward. The desire to plunge 
forward must be kept intact. The horse must not be permitted 
to slip from a trot into a run and thus lose the trotting 
rhythm. Utmost preciseness in riding figures and careful 
selection of exercises, gradually increasing in difficulty, is of 
first importance in preparing the stallion for the Haute Ecole. 
So also is teaching him to maintain an even pace when going 
forward in walk, trot, or canter, on a straight line or on a 
curve. Corners should be ridden with the greatest precision. 

One-track figures, such as turns, tours and volts are 
followed by the two-track exercises which further increase the 
skill and suppleness of the horse. The "shoulder-in" movement 
as introduced by Gueriniere is stressed especially at the 
Spanish Riding School since it produces the necessary free¬ 
dom of the shoulder and improves the gait. A horse that goes 
crookedly can be corrected by bringing its shoulder in. Half¬ 
passes, "croupe-in" exercises and "renvers” help to make 
the horse still more obedient and more supple. Short-rein 
work is started in the second year of training in order to 
make the stallion bring his hindlegs more closely underneath 
his body. It is, of course, easier for the riderless horse to lower 
his hindquarters so that much of his weight rests on them. 
This allows a higher knee action of the forelegs. Short-rein 
work is, moreover, a good preparation for the "Piaffe," a 
movement of the Haute Ecole. This is the point where it 
becomes apparent for which exercise of the "Schools Above 
the Ground" the stallion is especially well suited. 

In the third training year the exercises of the "Lower — 
or Campagne — School" are followed by those of the Haute 
Ecole. It is the object of these exercises to keep the stallion 
perfectly balanced, even during the most difficult movements, 
as a result of which he carries himself still more proudly. 


more buoyantly, without the least trace of any tenseness. He 
gains more ground when he increases his pace, and when he 
shortens it his knee action is higher and livelier than ever. 
These exercises finally culminate in the "Piaffe," a cadenced 
trot on the spot, carried out with deeply bent haunches. 

As a rule, the Piaffe is used as a starting point from which 
to develop the "Passage" or "Spanish Trot" as it is called at 
the School. In the passage, the horse energetically raises off 
the ground and throws forward the diagonal pair of legs, 
which gives the impression as though for a moment he were 
floating in the air. As a matter of fact, it is one of the most 
rewarding experiences of the dressage rider to feel under him 
a horse that really knows how to do a "Spanish Trot." 

The proper canter is likewise achieved by a sharper bend 
of the haunches whereby the strides become more elevated, 
especially in collected paces. Tours and volt are executed 
within a smaller diameter, the half-volt reverse is followed 
by the "passade" which leads to the pirouette — the half, 
three-quarter and full pirouette. The latter may be described 
as a canter circling the inner hindleg and is one of the most 
difficult exercises. The hindquarters of the horse revolve in 
even canter strides almost on the spot, while the forelegs 
circle around them in four to six strides, depending on the 
dexterity of the individual horse. 

The flying change of lead at the canter, after every four, 
three, two and one strides is the result of instantaneous re¬ 
sponse to certain aids. It can be achieved only if the horse 
has been trained to shift much of his weight to the hind¬ 
quarters, and has learned to keep his perfectly supple body 
completely balanced. 

All of these exercises such as Piaffe, Passage and Pirouette 
are counted among that part of the High Art of Riding 
known as "Schools on the Ground." 

Execution of these movements is demanded also of dressage

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riders competing in the Olympic Games, because dressage 
riding is based on classical principles. 

The "Schools Above the Ground" are taught and shown 
in their classical form — as they are represented on old 
etchings — only at the Spanish Riding School. They are in no 
Way opposed to the natural walking mechanism of the horse, 
but are simply the result of thorough training which renders 
the horse so supple that he can change without effort from a 
state of utmost concentration to one of complete relaxation, 

young horses will do frequently when they are out on the 
pasture. Only a very few exceptionally talented and strong 
stallions are able to perform these exercises. As has been 
nientioned before, preparatory work on the "short rein un¬ 
failingly reveals whether a Lipizzaner can be trained for the 
Schools Above the Ground and if so, for which of the several 
exercises he is specially suited. 

The "Schools Above the Ground” are characterized by the 
fact that, in the last analysis, they are without exception 
based on the Piaffe. They are subdivided into exercises, in 
which the horse raises himself from the ground by lifting 
uierely his forelegs, and into school jumps. To the first 
S^oup belong the Pesade, Levade and Mezair. The Pesade 
stands midway between rearing and the Levade. The horse 
daises his forelegs, so that his body is balanced at an angle 
of 45 degrees to the ground, the forelegs are pulled close 
^0 the chest, the weight of the body rests for a short time on 
*e hindlegs, that are pulled right underneath the belly. The 
Levade is something like a perfected Pesade: The entire 
Weight is shifted to the hindquarters, the haunches are bent 
still more sharply. This position which is held by the horse 
fot a longer or shorter time, depending on his ability, dis¬ 
plays most impressively the harmonious coordination of all 
parts of the equine body and is invariably acclaimed en¬ 
thusiastically by the spectators. The Mesair is a series of 
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Levades, the first one ending with the forelegs briefly touching 
the ground and the hindlegs following in a jump. Pesade, 
Levade and Mezair are the introduction to the School jumps 
which start with a particularly difficult exercise, the Courbette. 
In the Courbette the stallion assumes the position of the 
Levade and, without touching the ground with his forelegs, 
makes several jumps forward, the number of which is de¬ 
termined by his strength and dexterity. It is obvious that 
this maneuver is based on the Mezair. Closely related to the 
Courbette is the Croupade which consists of a single jump 
into the air taken from the position of the Piaffe. While up 
in the air, the horse draws his hindlegs under his belly, with 
the hoofs pointing downward. The exercise is called the 
Croupade because the aid for the jump is given on the 
croupe. Virtually identical with the Croupade is the Ballotade, 
the only difference being that the horse extends his hindlegs 
instead of drawing them under his belly and in doing so shows 
the hoofs before landing simultaneously on all fours where 
he took off. Today, Ballotade, Croupade and Mezair are no 
longer shown at the performances since they are merely 
preparatory steps leading to the Capriole, the Courbette and 
the Levade. 

A specialty of the Spanish Riding School is the work be¬ 
tween the pillars, generally assumed to have been invented 
by Pluvinel. These pillars are two round posts, about 2.5 m 
high, sunk vertically into the ground at a distance of 1.5 m 
from each other. Work between the pillars serves in the first 
line to strengthen the muscles of the horse, especially those 
of his hindquarters, and to make his joints as supple and 
flexible as possible. It also affords the best opportunity to 
correct faults in the execution of certain exercises, such as the 
Piaffe, and occasionally to show between the pillars those 
schools above the ground in which the horse does not 
move forward. Having first been prepared by work on the

short rein, the stallion is carefully placed between the pillars 
and gradually taught to perform on the spot the Piaffe which 
he used to carry a little forward when he first learned to do 
it on the short rein. To achieve perfection, the trainer must 
have infinite patience, and be thoroughly familiar with the 
character of the horse he is training. It would be quite wrong 
to believe that, in order to teach a horse the Piaffe, he is 
simply tied up between the pillars and then whipped into 
tnaking the necessary movements. 

Brute force will never help to reach perfection in the 
execution of Haute Ecole exercises, which can be achieved 
t^nly if the trainer thoroughly understands the horse and has 
taken stock of all of the animal’s mental and physical 
tjualities. Every time the horse fails to execute an exercise, 
the trainer should ask himself: Did the horse fail because he 
did not understand my aids? Was he physically unable or 
merely unwilling to perform this exercise? According to the 
answer to these questions the trainer will have to emphasize 
^Tiore strongly the aids he gives, or reduce his demands on the 
horse, while intensifying preparatory work. Because the 
Lipizzaner matures comparatively late, he should be handled 
^i^ost carefully, with patience and understanding. His strength 
niust never be overtaxed; each lesson must be terminated 
^ith an exercise that has been completely mastered by the 
horse. 

Special attention is paid at the Spanish Riding School to 
^he training of future instructors. Seat, thighs and hands are 
^he means of communication which the rider uses individually 
or jointly to tell his horse exactly what he wants him to do. 
The more variegated and modulated use he makes of them, 
the better will be the performance. Finally, a point will be 
reached when rider and horse seem to have merged into a 
single being which, activated by a single will, executes the 
tnost difficult exercises with playful ease. 

A supple, straight and deep seat is necessary not only to 
help the horse maintain his balance while going through his 
intricate paces, but for aesthetic reasons as well. To acquire 
this seat the pupil rides long hours on a longed horse without 
benefit of stirrups or reins. Ha\ing gained complete control 
his body, and having mastered the fear that assailed him 
in the beginning, the pupil gradually reaches the point when 
he has perfect self-control, which is absolutely essential for the 
8 ood dressage rider. Technical knowledge and mechanical 
skill can be learned, but to become a true artist in this field, 
^he rider must have certain inborn qualities. The time required 
training on the longe varies according to the pupils 
aptitude, but usually extends over a whole year. At the same 
^inie, the pupil receives "lessons” by being put to work on a 
^^11-trained school horse. As his riding skill increases, work 
the longe is gradually reduced. From the school horse the 
young rider learns how he ought to feel while executing a 
^^rtain maneuver to perfection. This feeling cannot be de¬ 
scribed with words, it is something that is passed on from one 
generation of horse and instructors to the next, each of them 
link in the long chain that leads to the old masters of he 
^igh Art of Riding. 

If you ask what purpose is served by an institution such as 
^bat represented by the Spanish Riding School — a question 
great topical interest, especially in this age of mechaniza- 
^^c>n, ostentatious display and blaring publicity in nearly all 
Sectors of life — the answer is: Art and breeding. Or you 
^^ight put breeding first, and art second. Actually it does not 
^^tter one way or another in this realm of the centaurs: Man 
animal are fused into a single artistic personality that 


develops according to its own laws and displays its beauty 
regardless of publicity. A vision of beauty is made real by a 
visionary; it is imparted to the onlookers as lightly, as effort¬ 
lessly as though it were a leaf floating down in the fall 
breeze. Supreme art can, however, be achieved only by 
Thoroughbreds. By propagating the best of the species, past, 
present and future are linked up with each other in an eternal 
circle of vitality. The experienced stallion who has proved his 
excellence in the Riding School, returns to the stud, to pass 
on to his progeny his noble blood, his strength and his talent. 
The wide manege flooded with light becomes to him a thing 
of the past. He is replaced by another, younger horse. 

Dark clouds are framed in the windows. And yet the 
brilliant light of the huge chandeliers does not seem necessary 
— the grand hall of the horses seems to emanate a light of its 
own. The performance has begun. 

The first to enter are the "raw horses” or remounts. They 
are as yet "unknown quantities”; some of them still have their 
dark-brown coats. But seeing them advance so spiritedly, and 
follow so smoothly the leads given to them one feels con¬ 
vinced that this new generation will turn out well. As the 
young horses leave the manege, they are followed by the 
pleased looks of the experts and of those who, though no 
experts, are still able to admire the beauty of intense vitality 
and ebullient temperament. The "raw horses” who represent 
the promising hope of the Spanish Riding School, are followed 
by fully trained dressage horses displaying all paces and figures 
of the high art of equitation. The Austrian poet Otto Stoessl 
once described such a performance as follows: ''Three or four 
pairs ride into the lofty wide hall to the sound of trumpet 
flourishes. Each horse and its rider are a team; each horse is 
unique, a creature that cannot be reproduced, a genius of its 
species, beautiful and perfect beyond description. The rider 
m his saddle, the man who governs and directs the horse is, 
on the other hand, merely a human being like any other. 
Despite his skill and his power, he is quite insignificant in 
this battle with an elemental force. For man loses identity 
when he 'joins battle with the elements while they remain 
what they are: Eternal, ever-present.” To the strains of old 
music the white stallions display their disciplined strength in 
seemingly effortless movements. The horses are as light as the 
grandiose architecture of their environments; the gleaming 
white of their beautifully shaped bodies is accentuated by the 
discreet colors of their saddle and harness, and of the costume 
worn by their rider. The double-breasted brown frock coat, 
the two-cornered hat with its gold braid, the white leather 
breeches, the black top-boots ending above the knees, with 
the silver spurs buckled on to them — all this has remained 
virtually unchanged through roughly two centuries. Under 
the padded saddle, made now as before of buck skin, is a dark- 
blue or scarlet saddlecloth edged with a wide gold braid. On 
festive occasions, the mane and tail of the horse are braided 
and decorated with gold tassels. Everything is in perfect 
harmony: Man and horse, harness, saddle and clothes; the 
impression received by the spectator may be compared to that 
made by an old master painting. 

Short pace, short trot and short gallop are shown by the 
Lipizzans, as well as the pirouette, change of leads and diverse 
lateral paces or two track. Piaffe and passage prove that the 
High Art of Riding as practiced in Vienna is a natural and 
not an artificial development. The Lipizzaner going through a 
piaffe merely repeats what the wild and unbroken horse does 
when meeting an unsurmountable obstacle on its headlong 
rush across the pasture. The passage, too, can be seen outside

the Spanish Riding School wherever the horses find enough 
space to move freely and vent their high spirits. 

Another picture follows. Pas de deux dance in twos 
says the dictionary. And it is indeed a dance that is execute 
by the stallions under their riders, a ritual full of verve and 
of a perfection that betrays nothing of the hard work, the 
strenuous training that went before. The figures, carried out 
with such meticulous precision, never seem to be premeditated 
but follow each other as though they were thought of on the 
spur of the moment. The whole is dominated by music, not 
the music produced by the band but that created by the 
vibrations of the thoroughbred bodies. Accoustic impressions 
are thus rendered visible. One more turn and the group 
disappears through the gate. The next rider dismounts and 
proceeds to work his horse by hand and between the pillars. 
Once more a ’Tiaife” is executed. The maneuver on which all 
the most difficult movements above the ground are founded. 
Before these are shown, however, an especially well-trained 
stallion proves his ability to execute the previously performed 
paces and figures also without a rider, aided merely by a tug 
of the bridle or a touch with the whip. Otto Stoessl says.

balance and for a fleeting moment makes it soar into the air. . 
The Levade breathes the memory of cavalry battles fought long ; 
ago. The memory of war and strife is evoked even more 
strongly by the Courbette. Watching this maneuver you can 
positively see the mounted knight, perking up his horse m 
the desperate hope that it will carry him through the foot 
soldiers pressing in on him. In their natural state, stallions 
frequently curvet when fighting with each other. Other 
maneuvers, too, have their root in the natural playfulness o 
young horses. High-spirited stallions like to cut that tre 
mendous caper that in the Haute Ecole has been develops 
into the "Capriole.” This is another maneuver that used to 
be executed by medieval knights trying to break loose 
the enemy by whom they had been hemmed in; on sue 
occasions many of the enemy were killed or injured by ths 
high-kicking hindlegs of the horse. The Capriole is for most 
of the spectators the undisputed culmination of the perform 
ance. But there is still more to come. As the movements on 
the ground were concluded by a graceful pas de deux, so ths 
performance as a whole ends in the indescribable harmony or 
the Great School Quadrille, executed by eight or even twelve 
riders. This, too, is a time-honored piece of tradition. At the 
very end, the riders on their milky-white horses group them¬ 
selves in front of the center box. Silently, with an impressive 
gesture they doff their hats. They salute not the spectators, 
but the portrait of their sponsor. Emperor Charles VI. Then 
they turn and in single file leave the manege. 

Outside, the frantic rush of metropolitan traffic surges 
through the arched passage which connects the Imperial 
Palace with the stables. But the noise dies down when the 
white stallions cross the narrow alley. For a fleeting moment 
a dream triumphs over the drab emptiness of our time. •

Family Number Explained 

Every Thoroughbred has the same family number as 
its dam, the reference being only to direct female (tail- 
female) descent. The number goes back to the original 
or foundation mare, the taproot mare beyond which the 
female line at the bottom of the pedigree can not be 
traced. 

Assignment of numbers to taproots was based on the 
number of English classic winners descended from each 
foundation mare. Bruce Lowe, Australian pedigree sm- 
dent of the last century, found that classic winners 
tracing to Tregonwells Natural Barb mare were more 
numerous than any others, hence the No. 1 family. 
Next in line came the Burton Barb mare. 

The term American Family indicates that the taproot 
is a mare accepted in the American Stud Book, but is 
not traceable to an English Thoroughbred source (the 
General Stud Book).

Gambling At The Chase Manhattan

Although the Mr. Bigs of the banking industr)^ owned 
horses — bet ’em and rooted ’em home, even as you and I — 
for years, the race track was off limits for bank employees and 
most stayed away. 

However, I’ve seen some at the tracks who, when they 
were recognized, gave with a sheepish grin that seemed to 
read “If you know me, say nothing. I’ll see you the next time 
you want to cash a check.” 

Many a bookmaker has drooled when observing business at 
a bank during the rush hour, probably saying to himself: 
“My, oh my. How I would like to handle my horse action in 
a place like this. Imagine, all these in-windows and out- 
windows and a guy wouldn t have to listen for the police axing 

down the door.” , , i , , 

On the premise that half the world doesn t know what the 
other half is doing, there could have been bankers who doubled 
as bookmakers and bank janitors who wrote some numbers. 

What I’m getting around to is the report that New York s 
old and dignified Chase Manhattan Bank could be on the way 
to becoming what amounts to a glorified bookie joint. 

Now don’t get the impression that customers will be frisked 
at the door for bottles and guns as used to be the case at 
Jimmy La Fontaine’s casino out on the District of Columbia 
line. But, come to think of it, this could be a good idea.

Word from New York is that Chase Manhattan, with 14U 
branches in the Metropolitan area, has offered to handle the 
sale of the tickets on the lottery which is a sweepstakes 
prize money based on the result of stakes races at Aqueduct. 

Chase Manhattan’s offer came as the result of a canvas of 
big Gotham banks as to their views on legislation which 
would make banks the agents of the state. 

’Tis said, “A difference of opinion makes horse racing 
and the lottery sales situation finds famous brothers on op¬ 
posite sides. 

Governor Nelson Rockefeller is known to prefer that the 
business be conducted by vending machines but his brother, 
David, who is president of Chase Manhattan, wants the busi¬ 
ness — sort of trying to give each other the business. 

If the financial establishment wins out, it would be brotherly 
if David invited Nelson around to the bank to throw out the 
first horse. 

Should lottery sales be made by tellers, it will no longer 
be a mark of thrift for a man to say: I head right for the 
bank every payday.” 

Perhaps on the day of a lottery race, Cha^ Manhattan 
Would subscribe to the bookie service. Wouldn t it be soine- 
thing, in those surroundings, to hear: 'They’re off and running 
at Aqueduct.”

Training Center Proposal Is Well Received 


IT ALMOST seems that Maryland's horse people have had enough. That, at least, is the 
considered opinion of The Maryland Horse after sampling the reaction to last month's proposal 
that independent training centers be constructed. The one question most frequently asked by 
Maryland horsemen is: "How can I help?" The way to help is to speak up. Write to Governor 
Agnew, write to Commissioner Brewer, write to The Maryland Horse. Let s stand up and be counted. 
Who's for and who's against? Is race track stabling run the way you like it? Or have we had 
enough? If an independently operated training center supervised by a nonprofit group is the 
answer, let's let our opinion be known. The Maryland Horse hasn't altered its position. We've 
taken another look at the stable areas and still find squalid living quarters, low-quality help 
and no end in sight.

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Maryland-Bred Rules 

From The Maryland Racing Commission's "Rules of Racing" 

392. To be eligible to start in races exclusively for horses bred in Maryland, each 
horse must be registered with the Maryland Horse Breeders Association. To qualify 
for such registration the said horse must have been foaled in the State of Maryland, and, 
in addition, unless the breeder is a resident of the State, or one who maintains his 
breeding stock continually in the State, the said horse shall be either the produce of a 
mare having conceived in Maryland the previous season, or of a mare sent into the State 
to foal and covered by a Maryland stallion the season of the birth of said foal. 

(a) A horse is bred where it is foaled. I'he breeder is the owner of the dam 
at the time of foaling. 

(b) Any owner or breeder may appeal from the refusal of the Maryland Horse 
Breeders Association to register a horse under this rule to the Maryland Racing Com¬ 
mission, and the, decision of the Commission shall be final. 

(c) To be considered a Maryland stallion, it is required that he be in the State of 
Maryland for at least one full breeding season, commonly understood to be the first 
six months of a year, or if the stallion is brought in subsequent to the start of the 
breeding season he must be approved as a Maryland stallion by the Registration Com¬ 
mittee of the Maryland Horse Breeders Association.
